U.S.-Viet flap: Envoy refuses to go 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
The United States and Viet 
nam were locked in a diplo¬ 
matic tussle Friday as Viet 
nam's UN ambassador de 
dared he would defy a U S. 
expulsion order served after 
he was named in a spying 
case. 

Ambassador Dlnh Ba Thi. 
the first UN mission chief 
ever asked to leave the Unit¬ 
ed States, announced in New 
York that the expulsion was 
"totally unacceptable" and 
that he would continue to 
carry out his duties. 


The statement came rive 
hours after the U.S. state de 
pariment declared him per 
sona non grata. 

Officials in Washington im 
mediately studied possible 
actions to enforce the expul 
sion. which was decided at 
the level of Slate Secretary 
Cyrus Vance. 

They said they do not re 
gard Thi's statement as a 
formal reply to the note of 
expulsion. 

A slate department spokes 
man said: "We requested 


him to leave and we assume 
that he will do so." 

The Vietnam statement 
said the U.S. charge against 
Thi is a fabrication and aU 
tempt to slander the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam. 

Vietnam categorically re¬ 
jected this "blatant action, 
which is detrimental to the 
normalization of relations be 
tween" the two countries, the 
statement said. 

"The fact that the U.S. 
government invented most 
brazen pretexts to compel 
Ambassador Dinh Ba Thi to 


leave the United States is an 
action completely contrary to 
the charter of the United 
Nations and the headquarters 
agreement between the Unit 
ed Nations and the United 
States.” it went on. 

"For these reasons. Am¬ 
bassador Din Ba Thi will con 
tinue to carry out normally 
his duty as the representative 
of the Socialist Republic of 
Viet Nam to the United Na 
lions.” 

The statement ended with 
an appeal to representatives 
of member states, in the in 


terests of safeguarding the 
charter and of justice, “to 
condemn this blatant, illegal 
action of the U.S. govern¬ 
ment and lend strong support 
to the correct stand of Viet 
Nam In this question.” 

Representatives of Com 
inunist countries conferred 
behind closed doors Friday 
night to consider the U.S, 
move against one of their 
members. 

They were expected to 
issue a statement of protest

GENEVA (Reuter) — At 
least 15 persons were feared 
dead after strong winds sent 
avalanches crashing down 
the French. Italian and Swiss 
Alps late Thursday and early 
Friday. 

Police said five persons 
were killed and five injured 
when snow engulfed their 
mountain chalet at le Tour in 
the French Alps. In nearby 
Lavancher rescuers search¬ 
ing for four French vacation¬ 
ers said they had given up 
hope of finding them alive 
after they were caught in an 
avalanche Thursday. 

In the Italian town of Aosta 
police said a Belgian couple, 
a child and three Italians 
were killed when their cars 
were engulfed in a snowslide 
on a mountain road leading to 
the ski resort of Cervinia. 

In the French Alps, search 
teams looked for two snow¬ 
plow drivers and a young 
girl, missing in snow storms 
since Thursday night. 

Italian police said rescue 
teams dug out two other per¬ 
sons alive on the road. 

In France, four persons 
were killed, two were missing 
and two injured when a 
mountain chalet was swept 
away by a snow fall near the 
winter resort of Chamonix, 
police said. 

In Switzerland, avalances 
blocked roads and railways 
and cut electricitiy supplies, 
leaving many people strand¬ 
ed 

No deaths were reported in 
Switzerland but a train engi¬ 
neer and a passenger were 
badly injured Thursday when 
part of a train left the rails 
and plunged into a ravine 
near the Rhone Valley town 
of Brigue.

Blais stirs storm 
in dodging queries 


OTTAWA (CP) —Canada's 
new solicitor-general, Jean 
Jacques Blais, stirred up a 
storm of criticism jn the 
Commons Friday when he 
brushed off questions about 
judicial inquiries into illegal 
RCMP activities. 

An apparently surprised 
Blais, just two days in the 
solicitor-generals portfolio, 
later said he was merely try 
ing to follow the practice of 
his predecessor, Francis 
Fox — and he would immedi¬ 
ately attempt to find out what 
practice Fox did follow. 

Blais was accused of de¬ 
grading and gagging Parlia 
ment. making MPs impotent, 
stonewalling, reducing Com 
mons proceedings to a trav¬ 
esty and starting his new job 
in a dangerous direction. 

Progressive Conservative 
MPs said Blais had created a 
modem Black Friday, a ref¬ 


erence to a the bitter day in 
1956 when the CCF (now 
NDP) lost a fightto stop pipe¬ 
line legislation in circum¬ 
stances they considered un¬ 
fair. 

Ironically, moments after 
the uproar. Deputy Prime 
Minister Allan MacEachen 
tabled legislation governing 
construction of a northern 
gas pipeline. 

Allan Lawrence (PC- 
Northumberland-Durham). 
former Ontario attorney-gen¬ 
eral who asked Commons 
Speaker James Jerome to 
rule on the opposition com¬ 
plaints. said if Blais plans to 
continue to refuse comment 
on evidence before the RCMP 
inquiries "then he'd belter 
resign.” 

“It reduces the proceed¬ 
ings of this House to a traves¬ 
ty. to a state of impotency on 


an important political mat 
ter." Lawrence said. 

MacEachen defended 
Blais, saying the government 
agrees with his position. He 
accused critics of attempting 
to turn the Commons from "a 
purely political theatre into a 
judicial inquiry.” 

Stuart Leggatt (NDP-New 
Westminster) who prompted 
the replies from Blais which 
sparked the criticism, said 
the new minister "has de¬ 
graded the Parliamentary 
process to an incredible de¬ 
gree." 

Leggatt had asked Blais to 
comment on contradictions 
between RCMP testimony to 
the royal commission and 
statements by Prime Minis¬ 
ter Trudeau and Fox on ille¬ 
gal mail opening by the police 
force. Trudeau and Fox said 
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LONDON (AP) — A bogus medical man, 
dubbed Doctor Death by headline writers, is 
being hunted by police in England for leav 
ing a trail across the country of elderly 
women he has drugged and robbed, Scotland 
Yard said Friday. 

“It would be surprising, in view of ,the 
man s behavior, if someone has not already 
died at his hands, especially If they have 
fallen unconscious and been left alone," a 
Yard spokesman said. 

The Yard said it knows his identity but 
would not immediately name him. He is 
aged 49, has a bluebird tattooed on bis right 
arm and has used about 18 aliases in 
the last IQ months, the police said.

FREDERICTON (CP) — CBC radio 
In New Brunswick says the homes of 
two New Brunswick cabinet ministers 
have been searched under warrants ob¬ 
tained by the RCMP. 

The network says searches were 
made Thursday at the homes of Muni 
cipal Affairs Minister Horace Smith and 
Finance Minister Lawrence Garvie. 

Neither minister would confirm the 
activity. 

Earlier Friday, radio station CFBC. 


Saint John, said searches had been car 
ried out at Progressive Conservative 
party headquarters in Fredericton and 
at a private residence. 

It quoted party workers as saying 
police remained in the PC headquarters 
offices for about 30 minutes, but took no 
material with them when they left. 

RCMP declined to comment on the 
matter. 

The reports follow release last week 
of the finding of a judicial inquiry into 


allegations the provincial government 
tried to thwart an RCMP investigation 
in 1973 of alleged kickbacks to the gov¬ 
erning PC party. , 

A judicial Inquiry found no evidence 
to substantiate suggestions the govern¬ 
ment tried to interfere in the mat¬ 
ter, as alleged by Opposition Leader 
Robert Higgins.

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‘Private little talk’ spur 
to break in Tel dispute 


The real breakthrough en 
route to a tentative settle 
menl in the B.C Telephone 
Co. dispute came Wednesday 
night after federal mediator 
Mike Collins had a ‘private 
little talk" with company ne 
gotiators, sources said Fri¬ 
day night. 

What happened was that 
Collins sensed the company 
was dragging its feet," a reli¬ 
able informant said. ‘‘He 
suggested that the company 
representatives step into an 
other room for a while and he 
went with them, leaving the 
union representatives alone. 

“They were out for some 
time. When they came back 
the negotiations really start 
ed to move. Whatever he said 
to them seemed to have had a 
real effect.” 

Some union sources close to 
the scene of action said they 
suspected Collins had told the 
company that federal Labor 
Minister John Munro and the 
Canadian Radio-Television 
and Telecommunications 
Commission would be unhap 
py to learn of.any “stalling" 
tactics at this late stage of 
the game, and that it could 
have a bearing on telephone 
rates. 

“We ha\e been led to un¬ 
derstand the company plans 
to go for another rate in 
crease in April.” the infor¬ 
mant said. "This isn't defin 
ite. but there'has been a 
strong indication of this." 

A company spokesman 


said Friday night he had no 
knowledge of any plans to 
apply for another rate in¬ 
crease. 

Meanwhile, negotiators 
were still meeting late Fri¬ 
day night in an attempt to 
clear another difficult hurdle. 
They have to agree on terms 
governing a return to work by 
the 10.000 members of the 
Telecommunications Work¬ 
ers Union before the union 
membership begins voting on 
the three year package ham¬ 
mered out by negotiators 
with the help of Collins. 

There was some thought by 
both company and union offi¬ 
cials that this might take two 
or three days — if no snags 
occur along the way. 

If this is cleared up during 
the weekend the TWU ex¬ 
pects it might begin its mem¬ 
bership meetings by Monday. 
Votes would be taken at these 
meetings on a package which 
will be recommended by the 
negotiators. The members 
have an idea of what to ex¬ 
pect in the first two years, 
but a full explanation is re¬ 
quired for terms dealing with 
the contentious contracting 
out of work issue, and with 
proposals for the third year of 
the agreement. 

Since the last agreement 
expired at the end of 1976. the 
third year of the new package 
would cover 1979. Increases 
of 32 and 45 cents an hour are 
included in the first two 
years. 


Sadat sees talks 
at historic point 


WASHINGTON (AP) T 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat opened his visit here 
Friday by calling for a Pales¬ 
tinian homeland and saying 
peace talks with Israel are 
“at an historic and crucial 
crossroad " 

Sadat told President Carter 
and the l!.S public that 
“ideological rigidity or fanat 
Icism" should not prevent a 


settlement and a new Middle 
Fast in which the Palestin¬ 
ians and all other people are 
“free and secure in their own 
lands.” 

The peace talks, both at the 
military and political level, 
are currently in suspension. 
Probably the largest obstacle 
to a settlement is the dis- 
agree ment over the Palestin¬ 
ian issue. 


The settlement was based 
mainly on the recent propo 
sals of B.C. Supreme Court 
judge Henry Hutcheon. who 
entered the lingering dispute 
in the latter stages as an in¬ 
dustrial inquiry commission 
er. Much of what he proposed 
followed earlier recommen¬ 
dations from conciliation 
commissioner Dr. Noel Hall. 
However, he made some 
change w here contracting out 
of work is concerned, propos¬ 
ing a joint committee with a 
neutral chairman who would 
have the power to make bind¬ 
ing decisions. 

If all goes well now. com¬ 
pany and union sources say 
they feel a return to work 
may be executed in nine days 
to two weeks. 

“But with the return to 
work terms not solved yet, 
there's no real way of know¬ 
ing how long it will be." a 
company spokesman said. 

A union spokesman said the 
"educated guess" was that 
the members would be back 
on the job by Feb. 13— nine 
days from now 

"But I hope we aren’t cele¬ 
brating too early," he said. 

Picketing — both standard 
and flying picket squad ac¬ 
tivity — is continuing in the 
meantime The union said it 
was trying to maintain a “low 
profile." but one official said 
there was a notable increase 
of work being done by com, 
pany supervisors Friday 
after news of the tentative 
agreement broke in the Colo¬ 
nist 

“This has kept the pickets 
on the move, mostly in Van 
couver." the union spokes 
man said. 

“Perhaps the interval be 
tween tentative agreement 
and return to work will be 
good for us. considering the 
bitterness of this dispute." he 
said, it may give us tim'e to 
get the passion down from the 
level of the past several 
weeks. After all. once the 
war is over, we've got to try 
to gel back to normal.” 

Some 2.000 company super¬ 
visory personnel have been 


trying to maintain normal 
phone service since the con¬ 
tract dispute blew into a full 
lockout strike 72 days ago

Administration sources 
said the United States is pre¬ 
pared to compel the ambas¬ 
sador to leave the country but 
hopes this would not be neces¬ 
sary. 

They said a court order 
might be employed toward 
this end. adding that the 
ambssador may not have 
been fully aware of the legal 
situation when he issued his 
statement.

the right to expel any mem¬ 
ber of a mission who in its 
judgment has abused “privi¬ 
leges of residence.”

ALGIERS (Reuter) — 
Hard-line Arab leaders meet 
Ing here said Friday they had 
agreed on the framework of a 
new strategy to frustrate 
Egyptian efforts to reach a 
settlement with Israel. 

The five members of an 
alliance against Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat's ini¬ 
tiative said their plans were 
based on strenghtening the 
Palestinian resistance and its 
relations with Syria. 

The future policy Will be 
announced in a document at 
the conclusion of the summit 
talks today. 

Algerian Foreign Minister 
Abdel Aziz Boutefllka, read¬ 
ing from a prepared state¬ 
ment. told reporters the final 
wording of the document was 
being worked out by a foreign 
ministers committee. 

The Arab Resistance 
Front, set up during a sum¬ 
mit in Tripoli in December, 
groups Algeria, Syria, Libya, 


South Yemen and the Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). 

Friday night's statement 
repeated earlier attacks on 
Sadat, but said the United 
States is behind efforts to im¬ 
pose a Middle East settle¬ 
ment to the detriment of the 
Arabs. 

"This is an American poli¬ 
cy which Israel and Egypt 
are implementing.” it said. 
"President Sadat has no right 
to harness the Arab world-to 
the chariot of imperialism." 

The resistance front said 
earlier in the day any Arab- 
Israeli settlement which ig¬ 
nored the Palestinians is 
"war in abeyance." 

The five members said 
they see Sadat's actions as 
aiming at turning the Arab 
world into a field of confron 
tallon between the forces of 
imperialism and indepen¬ 
dence. 


Meanwhile, in Washington. 
U.S. government source said 
Israel had been supplying 
arms to Ethiopia to help it 
suppress rebels in the north¬ 
ern province of Eritrea, gov¬ 
ernment sources said Friday 
night. 

The sources said Israel has 
provided Ethiopia with clus¬ 
ter bombs, aircraft-fired mis¬ 
siles and napalm.

TItE HAGUE (AP)-More 
oranges injected with mer¬ 
cury were found Friday in 
Sweden and the Netherlands 
The Dutch government asked 
the international police agen¬ 
cy Interpol for help in track¬ 
ing down those responsible. 

Widespread inspections of 
oranges began in Europe 
after letters bearing the sig¬ 
nature Arab Revolutionary 
Palestinian Commando were 
received by (he Dutch and 
West German governments. 
The letters, purportedly writ¬ 
ten by a Palestinian group, 
said the oranges were sabo¬ 
taged because they were 
from Israel. Oranges are Is¬ 
rael's most important agri¬ 
cultural export. 

Five schoolchildren went to 
hospital in southern Nether¬ 
lands last week after eating 
oranges imported from Isra 
el, but were released after 
their stomachs were pumped 
out. authorities said 

Police said more tainted or¬ 


anges were found Friday in 
scattered areas of the Neth¬ 
erlands. They said at least 
one was from Israel. 

In Sweden, officials said a 
poisoned Israeli orange was 
found. In West Germany, 
nine poisoned oranges from 
both Spain and Israel had 
been found, authorities said. 

A Dutch health ministry of¬ 
ficial said the discovery of 
contaminated oranges of 
non-Israeli origin made it 
doubtful Palestinian terror¬ 
ists are behind the sabotage. 

Julio de Miguel, head of 
Spain's citrus exports, denied 
Spanish oranges are in¬ 
volved. Shipments of Spanish 
oranges to European coun¬ 
tries, which came to a halt for 
two days, are being resumed, 
sources said. 

Sweden's National F’ood 
Control Board said a woman 
gave an orange to a health 
official and an analysis found 
it contained mercury. He said 
she turned in the orange be¬ 
cause it is discolored. 


A Swedish health inspector. 
P.O. Lars son, said he sus¬ 
pects “that the mercury 
could have been injected at 
the wholesale firm in Swe¬ 
den."

Bonn heads roll 
in snoop scandal 


BONN (Reuter) West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt changed six ministers In his 15-man cabinet Friday 
in a major shuffle sparked by a bugging scandal in the 
defence ministry. 

Georg Leber, defence minister for the last five years, 
resigned, accepting responsibility for misleading parlia¬ 
ment about the scope of electronic eavesdropping carried 
out by the military intelligence branch. This set off a chain 
reaction of resignations by three other ministers—Develop¬ 
ment Aid Minister Marie Schlei, Education Minister Helmut 
Rohde, and Housing Minister Karl Ravens. 

Social Democratic party sources said Schmidt had 
Intended to reshuffle the cabinet later in the year anyway to 
g?t rid of “dead wood.” 

The mo:;! important changes affecting foreign reiatibns 
are Finance Minister Hans Apel, 16, who takes over defence, 
and Deputy Finance Minister Rainer Offergeld, 40, who 
becomes development aid minister.

EVERYONE KNOWS death and laxex are inevi 
table. In the Capital district it seems hassles 
over hospital planning are too. 

Health Minister Robert McClelland confir¬ 
med once again for The Colonist this week that a 
new acute care hospital will be built on Helmck- 
en Road — and that he will not tolerate any 
delay In its imminent start. For 18 months now 
the minister has steadfastly stuck to that deci¬ 
sion — yet critics are still arguing about where 
the hospital should go 

The trouble with our hospital arguments is 
that they have gone on so long, the warriors just 
joining the fray haven't taken time In find nut all 
of what's gone on before 

Consider remarks of Victoria Aid. Robert 
Wright, recently appointed to the regional Hospi¬ 
tal and Health Planning Commission. 

He accuses the commission of "empire 
building of the worst kind" and says hospital 
planning decisions are too important to to be left 
to a group which has only four politicians among 
its 14 members 

There is a certain irony in this particular 
display of ignorance. The commission was 
formed more than tjiree years ago, in part to 
stop individual hospitals from empire-building 
It has been able to develop some sort-of rational 
regional approach to hospital planning 

Had Aid. Wright done his homework, he 
would have known that. He also would have 
known that the commission was formed only 
after the regional hospital board (18 politicians) 
threw up its hands over hospital differences and 
decided to pass them, and planning authority, to 
a new commission. Named to the commission 
were regional directors and informed people 
from various parts of the health care com 
munit.v. He should know the regional board still 
controls the commission through its budget 

\ - In brief, then, this maligned commission 
was the choice of politicians, is still under 
their control and has generally shown it can shed 
parochial points of view and work for the 
good of the region Whether it can continue to do 
so witb people like Aid Wright on it remains to 
be seen 

Nor are some council members the only 
ones trying to catch up with issues already 
settled. There is still debate among the commu 
nity’S doctors on location of the new hospital. 
The medical staff executive at Victoria General, 
for example, favors the Helmcken project but 
wants it built in a single stage, a position shared 
by the hospital board itself. The rest of the 
hospital's medical staff, together with a minor¬ 
ity of doctors within the Victoria Medical Society 
who voted on the subject at a meeting, favor the 
present Vic General site. 

Where the new hospital was to go was ar 
gued in the time of Health Minister Ralph 
Loffmark and through the term of Health Minis 
ter Dennis Cocke. Health Minister McClelland, 
tired of all the bickering, listened to his advisers 
and decided almost two years ago that a new 
acute care hospital for the Capital district would 
go at Helmcken Road 

v The hospital and health planning commis¬ 
sion wanted it elsewhere, argued vehemently 
— but failed to sway Mr. McClelland. The 
commission finally reached the reasonable con¬ 
clusion that a hospital at Helmcken was better 
than more year^ of argument and no new hospi 
tal for goodness knows how long. In that context, 
the commission approved the Helmcken site. 

The issue of where the new hospital is going 
has been settled by the man with the final word 
on it. The ground could be broken any day — and 
the sooner the better because it might end some 
of this futile talk. 

What will the new hospital at Helmcken, and 
the loss of acute care at Victoria General, mean? 
It will mean that the people of Victbria, Oak Bay 
and parts of Saanich will be reasonably close to 
the 625-bed Royal Jubilee Hospital, while a 
larger population of people from Saanich, Esqui¬ 
mau,.Colwood, Langford and points west even¬ 
tually will be reasonably close to a new 469- 
bed hospital in View Royal. 

There is a promising note to sound at this 
point. Health Minister McClelland also says he is 
trying to come up with a way to have the 
Helmcken hospital built to its ultimate size in 
one continuous construction stage rather than 
two. as limited funds had previously dictated. 
But given the history of hospital planning in the 
Capital district, that will probably start an 
argument too. 
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Oil in the sea — most is pumped there

LONDON — New measures for 
changing the shape of oil (ankers are oil 
the agenda at a special United Nations 
conference to be held In London soon 

If adopted they should heavily cut 
pollution and provide a welcome boost 
to the world's shipbuilding industry — 
but they could also cause a slight rise In 
the price of oil. 

The proposals, put forward by the 
United States in the wake of pollution 
Incidents around its shores, are expect 
ed to be the main issue at the two-week 
Inter-governmental Maritime Consults 
live Organization (1MCO) conference 
on Tanker Safety and Marine Pollution 
Prevention, which opens Monday (Feb. 

6). 

F.mply tankers are unstable and so * 
water is put in thetr oil tanks for their 
return journeys. The water inevitably 
becomes oily from the residues left 
behind from the cargo, and this ran 
ra'use severe pollution when it is riiv' 
charged 

This accounts fqr most of the 1.500.- 
000 tons of oil discharged into the sea 
each year through the operational pro 
redures of ships By comparison "only " 
.KKLOOO tons are spilled each year from 
accidents 

Moreover, the water is flushed out of 
the tanks as the ships approach oil fields 
and terminals, which means that the 


pollution often occurs in particularly 
ecologically sensitive areas like the 
Mediterranean and the Persian Gulf. 

In 1973 the members of IMCO decid 
ed that a system of separate tanks for 
oil and water — Segregated Ballast 
Tanks (SBT) — should be introduced in 
all new tankers above 70,000 tons. By 
common consent this Is the best way to 
combat pollution, since the oil and 
water would never meet 

But, so far. the agreement has been 
ratified by only three stales and is 
- therefore expected to take many years 
to come into effect. And as few tankers 
have been built since the 1973 oil price 
rises, tt looks as though oil will be 
carried In old, unmodified tankers 
throughout the 1980s 

The new American proposal Is that 
all existing tankers larger than 20,000 
tons should be made to change over to 
the new system. The U.S. is supported 
by Sweden, Norway, Greece. France. 
Cyprus and the Arab states. It is op 
posed by Britain, the Netherlands, West 
(iermany and the oil industry — and the 
British government believes that many 
developing countries will take the same 
line. 

The opposition believes that pollution 
should be minimized by improving ex 


isting practices rather than by rede 
signing tankers. They are promoting a 
combination of two syitems — Crude Oil 
Washing, which uses oil to scour tanks 
and reduce the residues, and Load on 
Top. which exploits the natural separa¬ 
tion of oil and water to allow clean water 
to be discharged from the bottom of tin 
tanks. 

It says that these systems are only 
marginally less efficient than SBT and 
would cost much less. For the new 
system would entail vast conversion 
expenditures and considerably reduce 
the carrying capacity of tankers. As a. 
result It could Increase the price of oil 
by two per cent. 

The proponents of SBT reply that 
although the other systems may be ef¬ 
fective when used properly, they depend 
on the skill and alertness of tanker 
crews and. therefore, ran be no substi 
lute for a structural change which 
avoids the human factor. 

Besides. Load on Top cannot be used 
in rough seas or on short voyages, such 
as from North Sea oil fields, or within 
the Mediterranean or the Baltic. The 
Mediterranean, with only one per cent 
of the world's ocean surface, carries 
half its floating oil. 


F.ven when It can be used, they say. 
many tankers do not employ It. Four- 
fifths of tankers could use it, and yet 
there is still enormous pollution of the 
sea. 

And, they add, using Crude Oil 
Washing would also involve conversion 
costs and technical difficulties and 
would lead to expensive delays In port 
The world's glut of tankers, the argu 
ment goes, makes the loss of carrying 
capacity unimportant and provides the 
perfect opportunity for conversion to 
SBT. 

Perhaps their strongest argument Is 
the 90 million man-hours of work it 
would provide world-wide. And as the 
reduction of carrying capacity would 
bring most of the world's laid-up tank 
ers back on the market. It could speed 
up the orders for new ships by three to 
. five years. 

If the opposition to conversion re¬ 
mains unmoved by these arguments, it 
should be enough to cause the proposal 
to fall. In that case the United States 
may well declare unilaterally that only 
ships equipped with SBT can enter Its 
ports — indeed, legislation to this effect 
is already in the pipeline. 

Kuwait has hinted that It may do the 
same. And If other Gulf states follow it, 
the oppoaenta of conversion have little 
choice but to come Into tine.

He was In a confident mood 
and several times enlivened 
our talk with the dry humor 
and the quick smile that have 
helped to make him an in 
creasinglv popular figure in 
this one-party country. 

“We must not let the oil go 
to our heads. During the next 
two years we must set up 
adequate projects for its use. 
The result must not be to 
make the rich richer and the 
poor poorer." 

He used the expression 
"structure of injustice" two 
or three times, showing that 
he understands the scope of 
the enormous problems he 
faces: unemployment and 
under-employment of up to 40 
per cent of the work force, a 
population explosion with a 
3.4 per cent to 3.® per cent 
yearly increase, dire poverty 
alongside great wealth 
Asked whether he considered 
himself to be to the political 
right, as some of his ad 
mirers have said, the presi 
dent replied: 

"I do not believe in the 
politics of geometry I am 
neither of the right nor the 



left I was born in the Kevolu 
lion. But the Revolution of 
independence Is not enough 
That is not the solution in 
itself. Nor was the separation 
of church and state enough 
These opened up the road for 
a solution." 

He says he believes that 
political direction depends 
not on political slogans but on 
the man behind the slogans 
The confidence he has begun 
to inspire is evident in many 
ways The capital that had 
left the country in the two 
years preceding 1977 has 
started to flow back. This is 
true particularly of foreign 
capital, which had become 
alarmed by his predecessor 
Luis. Echevarria’s spending, 
both at home and abroad 

.Under Lopez Portillo, Mex¬ 
ico’s rate of inflation has 
dropped from 30 per cent to 22 
per cent. This compares with 
6.6 per cent In the United 
States. The peso, which had 
been devalued under Eche- 
verria and allowed to float. 
h*s held steady at 22 to the 
dollar. 

Lopez Portillo claims to be 
undisturbed by the dispute 
with the United States over 
the price of natural gas to be 
sold via pipeline north of the 
border. He says: 

"We are a patient people 
We will stand behind our 
fence and hold up our sign 
that says $2 fin (per l.noo 


cubic feet of gas) We believe 
this will eventually prevail." 

He has just had a visit from 
California’s Gov. Edmund G 
(Jerry) Brown Jr. whose aim 
was to generate interest in 
routing gas pipelines to the 
Western, rather than East 
ern, half of the United States. 

Lopez Portillo Is thorough 
ly familiar with the difficul¬ 
ties President Carter has had 
In achieving an extremely 
ambitious energy policy. His 
comment on this: 

“I do not believe in inter¬ 
ring in the affairs of an¬ 
other state just as i do not 
expect intervention in the af 
fairs of my nation " 

As to the relationship be 
tween the United States and 
Mexico, he says he believes 
that with the work of a series 
of commissions initiated a 
year ago. things are moving 
in a favorable direction. 

The basic need is to create 
jobs so that exports to the 
north will not be men but 
goods. The problems between 
the two countries are 
wrapped in a single package 
and the solution must not be 
piecemeal but. instead, must 
cover the entire spectrum 

Lopez Portillo says that 
while U.S. attitudes toward 
Mexico are sometimes objec¬ 
tive. they too often reflect 
deeply ingrown prejudices. 
The stereotypes out of the 
past are difficult to over¬ 
come. The new* out of Mexi¬ 
co more often than not fits 
stereotypes of poverty and 
violence. 

Lopez Portillo sketched In 
brief his view of past and 
future. He has more^reason. 
in the opinion of this observ 
er, to be confident of better 
times ahead than has Presi¬ 
dent Carter. And the reason 
for the upbeat outlook is not 
just oil. It is the sure direc¬ 
tion of a steady hand on the 
tiller

Dilemma of a market board: 


How do you fine-tune a cow? 


OTTAWA — It’s not often 
that a federal cabinet minis 
ter rebukes a large segment 
of his constituency as well as 
all the provincial govern 
ments. In a series of January 
speeches to the dairy Indus 
try. Agriculture Minister 
Gene Whelan did just that. 

Implicit In his reproaches 
to the dairy farmers and the 
provincial governments are 
two lessons: It’s extremely 
difficult to get a rational bal¬ 
ance between supply and de 
mand in certain types of farm 
production; secondly, when 
faced with a choice between 
protecting the provincial In- • 
terest and the larger national 
interest, the provinces try to 
look after their own The re¬ 
sult can be chaos. 

Legislation setting up the 
Canadian Dairy Commission 
in 1966 constituted an attempt 
to bring supply and demand 
into balance on a national 
vale. The provinces wanted 
the system, with Ontario and 
Quebec leading the way. Pro 
duct ion quotas had to be set. 
if income to farmers was to 
be fairly distributed across 
the country 

As long as demand kept 
expanding and production 
with it, the system worked 
But demand has recently 
been contracting, which has 
meant lower quotas for farm¬ 
ers if they were not to pile up 
large inventories. These 
would either require heavy 
subsidies (in the past year. 
Ottawa has put more than 
1400 million into the dairy 
industry), or the surpluses 
would bring a price collapse 
Falling demand and, there 
fore, reduced quotas, have 
resulted in 10,000 dairy farm 
ers going over their quota in 
the current dairy year. The 
provinces aren’t helping to 
keep quotas down. Whelan 
finds the results unsettling. 

Referring to over-produc 
tion of the past year. Whelan 
told the annual meeting of the 



Dairy Partners of Canada on 
Jan. 18: 

"They (the producers) 
won’t, in all likelihood, be 
blaming themselves for mis¬ 
management ... 

"Because of listening to 
recommendations and be¬ 
cause of the results of discus¬ 
sions held with the dairy in¬ 
dustry, the Cahadian Dairy 
Commission Act was passed 
in July, 1966. And the com¬ 
mission arrived on the scene 
with the stated objectives of 
ensuring efficient producers 
of milk and cream of a decent 
return while making certain 
that consumers had a contin 
uing supply of high-quality 
dairy products which carried 
a fair price tag 

"Now. all that was 12 years 
ago And what do we find? W* 
find that dairy producers are 
complaining of the same 
things today that they were 
then and, for that matter. 50 
years ago . ." 

Problems of production 
and Income for individual 
farmers are as difficult today 
as then, despite all attempts 
at rationalization. 

As for the provincial gov 
emments, Whelan gave them 
the back of his hand when he 
told the annual meeting of the 
Ontario Milk Marketing 
Board on Jan. 11: 

"The dairy industry in 
Canada, right now, is not 
going the way I. or anybody 
else, wants it to. And mostly 
because it Is being subjected 
to a divisive and competitive 
attitude held by some who 
are prepared to support a na 


tional dairy program so long 
ay that program allows their 
particular province to have 
an edge over others. 

"You know. If l were a 
dairy farmer I’d wonder 
what was wrong with that 
attitude. After all, it’s good to 
know my board, the guys 
whonvl helped elect, are 
doing a good job of protecting 
my interests. But, I ask you. 
if the provincial attitude is 
geared to making sure 
they’re number one, is It any 
wonder that the national ap 
proach is in the state of con¬ 
fusion it seems to be in 
today?" 

Perhaps a national dairy 
policy Is the stuff of dreams. 
Maybe you can fine-tune an 
economist, but It's a lot 
harder to fine-tune a cow It 
goes on producing, even when 
you cut-back on its feed. To 
sell off part of your herd in 
order to meet a reduced 
quota Is a gamble. Next year 
the quota may be raised and 
then where will you be? 

So the farmer pressures his 1 
provincial government 'to 
allow higher quotas — which, 
if permitted, would mean still 
lower quotas in the neighbor 
ing province if there's to be a 
national policy. For dairy 
products enter into inter-pro 
vincial trade The result is 
chaos, with a cheese and bui 
ter war developing between 
the provinces and the weaker 
producers going out of busi 
ness 

That seems to be the pro 
xpect Whelan has been hint¬ 
ing at. Yet a basic problem 
remains: how do you turn a 
cow's faucets on and off at 
will? Unless that one can be 
solved, it may be that not 
only will farmers this year be 
raising the same complaint' 
about over production, about 
unsold surpluses and about 
falling income that they 
raised 50 years ago. Prob¬ 
ably they'll still be raising 
them 50 years fom now. 


Watch that other kind of worry 


There are worries and then 
there are worries. 

This terse and. at first, 
confusing observation, comes 
from Dr. Hugh Pates, a coun 
selling psychologist. 

Pates, who has his doctor 
ate in human behavior, says 
he has yet to meet someone 
who doesn’t worry. 

The difference between one 
worry and another is where 
the specific worry is focused. 

"I think one of the things 
worry does is show that we 
care^” Pates said in an inter 
view. 

"The most familiar scenar¬ 
io that comes to my mind and 
to most other parents Is 
w orry over kids being out late 
or not getting their home 
work done.” 

In the case of the former, 
the worried parent fears the 
"overdue" child has been In¬ 
volved In an accident or some 
other disaster," said Pates, 
who Is with the University of 
California's (at San Diego) 
counselling and psychologi¬ 
cal services. 

When the child finally ap 
pears in the late hours, .that 
worry then turns to fear and 
then anger "because the 
child has not cared enough 
about us worrying about 
him.,'' 

"So, for a child to say,

Don't worry. Mom' Is like 
saying to a parent, 'Don't 
care for me’." ' 

Pates calls this "learned 
worry’’ and adds this is what 
caring parents are supposed 
to do. "One way of expressing 
their care is to say, i worry 
about you’." 

Enter the second type of 
worries — the detrimental 
ones that can cause both 
physical and emotional prob 
lems: 

r "There are ways (hat wor¬ 
rying is expressed in our be 
haviors. A person begins to 
overeat or can’t sleep and. 
therefore, becomes down and 


begins to drink or smoke too 
much, which Is detrimental 
to the body physically. Or. 
one begins to press too hard 
or work longer hours. The 
body becomes weakened and 
often diseased." 

Pates says detrimental 
worry, from an emotion 
standpoint, often creates a 
great sense of impatience in a 
person. 

Pates has found that people 
think if they worry enough 
they w ill become more crea 
live. Too often this only 
makes (he person obsessive 
rather than creative, and ere 
ales a greater sense of help 
lessness. often leading to de 
pression.

Captain Cook remarkable 
for kindness and sympathy 


If the remarks made by 
Donna .Smith re Captain 
James Cook were correctly 
quoted by your reporter Bill 
Smith, she has shown a de¬ 
gree of ignorance of the char¬ 
acter and achievements of 
that great explorer which is 
quite astonishing in one said 
to be a former school teacher. 

Her statements that Cap¬ 
tain Cook was little better 
than a pirate and motivated 
by greed are both totally 
without foundation. The facts 
are that although he spent 
almost his entire career in 
the Royal Navy, he never 
commanded a fighting ship. 
Although he served during a 
period when Britain was al¬ 
most constantly at war 
(Seven Years War and the 
American Revolution) he 
was never in action. His ships 
were converted colliers and 
the like, defensively armed 
only, totally unsuited for pi 


racy or any other form of 
aggressive action. 

On his second expedition 
commencing July 1772, and 
returning to England almost 
exactly three years later, he 
had sailed a distance equiva¬ 
lent to three times the cir¬ 
cumference of the world at 
the equator, and yet of his 
entire crew of 118 he had lost 
only one man. This is a fact, 
not fiction, and should be suf-’ 
ficient to give the lie to the 
accusation of piracy. 

As to greed, Captain Cook 
never at any time engaged in 
any trading with the coun¬ 
tries he visited; his interests 
were entirely scientific. As a 
matter of fact, he died a poor 
man, to the extent that his 
widow would have been left 
destitute, but for the fact that 
the British government set¬ 
tled a small pension upon her. 

In a rougher age than this, 
Captain Cook was remark 
able for the sympathy, kind 


ness and unselfish care that 
the lavished upon the men 
under his command. By sci¬ 
entific observation and ex¬ 
periment he conquered scur¬ 
vy, which had been the cause 
of countless deaths in pre¬ 
vious explorers’ expeditions. 
The care that he took for the 
health of his men was equally 
shown to the native popula 
lions of the countries that he 
visited. None of his men was 
ever allowed ashore if su¬ 
spected of having any infec¬ 
tious disease. 

In a short letter such as this 
must be, one cannot begin to 
do justice to the career of 
such an outstanding man and 
humanitarian as Captain 
James Cook, but 1 would rec¬ 
ommend to Ms. Smith that 
she undertake a little study of 
the subject before she again 
comments.

We’ve been hearing some 
outcry over B.C. Hydro’s 
plan to run a 500 kv. power- 
line from the mainland to 
Vancouver Island via the 
Sunshine Coast and hopefully 
we’ll be hearing more, be¬ 
cause the proposal is a bona- 
fide horror. 

The key issue here Is not of 
forcing Hydro and the B.C. 
government to give up their 
expansionist philosophy for a 
conservationist one. That is 
an Issue facing the western 
world as a whole but it is no 
more relevant to the Chee- 
keye-Dunsmuic powerline 
than it is to the Revelstoke 
dam project or the MacGre¬ 
gor diversion. 

The key point here is that 
the Sunshine Coast and the 
Gulf Islands, of which Las- 
queti and Texada are part, 
are among the most precious 
scenic assets this country 
possesses and we should no 
more be thinking of scarring 
them up with puwerline 


right-of-ways than we should 
be thinking of logging Jasper 
Park or damming Niagara 
Falls. 

The powerline that is being 
contemplated would involve 
two rows of 90 foot steel 
towers in a 400-foot herbi¬ 
cide-treated right-of way, as 
big as the biggest to be seen 
anywhere in the country. It 
would parallel the shoreline 
of Salmon Inlet for many 
miles, destroying that fascin¬ 
ating waterway as a scenic 
resource. It would march 
over the highest part of the 
Secheit Peninsula, leaving a 
scar visible all over Mala 
spina Strait. It would span six 
waterways, including the 
busy Secheit Inlet flyway and 
Sakinaw Lake, a popular re¬ 
sort area. It would scar the 
hills of Nelson Island and 
turn newly-created Harry 
Roberts Park at Cape Cock- 
bum into a sick joke. It would 
run half the length of Texada 
Island crossing the high 
mountain ridge and estab¬ 


lishing a symbol of industrial 
despoliation that will be visi¬ 
ble all over Georgia Strait. 
Then as a crowning touch it 
would cross Sabine Channel 
and Bull Passage, turning 
one of the most singularly 
spectacular Gulf Islands 
sights into a jumble of steel 
towers and fluorescent balls 
before invading the pristine 
rural community of Lasqueti 
Island. 

People come from ail over 
the world to see what we have 
here on the southern B.C. 
coast and one can imagine 
visitors in the future looking 
in disgust at these pqwerlines 
zig-zagging through the 
centre of the picture and won- 
erlng how a-people could be 
so barbaric as to allow their 
government to do that. 1 

Even in dollar terms, if 
that is the only terms our 
leaders can understand, it 
would be a mistake. Tourism 
is our third largest industry 
and the area this line would 
cut through the heart of is 


perhaps the province's stron¬ 
gest single scenic drawing 
card. Left undiminished in its 
splendor, it could bring mil¬ 
lions of good export dollars 
into the B.C. economy over 
the years — and leave no 
empty mineshafts or denuded 
hillsides behind. 

Hydro’s intention of sacri¬ 
ficing this priceless natural 
resource to save money is . 
absurd In more ways than 
one. Conservation is one al¬ 
ternative but there are 
others, other more expensive 
or less technically attractive 
routes and other ways of gen 
erating power on Vancouver 
Island. 

, These alternatives will be 
revived just as soon as public 
opinion depiands, so I hope 
ail those who feel the beauty 
of the coast has a value that 
needs to be recognized will 
waste no time in writing the 
premier to say so.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
British approach to narcotic 
addiction la not the total an¬ 
swer to drug problems In 
British Columbia, according 
to Vancouver Police Chief 
Don Wlnterton. 

Winterton was sent to Brit¬ 
ain by B.C. Health Minister 
Robert McClelland for a 
first-hand look at that coun¬ 
try's drug abuse problem. In¬ 
cluding the Issuing of free 
heroin to addicts. 

"In Britain, ‘when the gov¬ 
ernment has faced a problem 
with respect to narcotic 
abuse, they have traditional¬ 
ly turned to doctors for the 
answer," Wlnterton said. 
"Unlike North America, their 
approach has been from a 


medical perspective, ours 
from a law-enforcement ap¬ 
proach." 

Winterton said that from 
the 1920s through the 1990s, 
Britain had a heroin addict 
population of about 900. 

They were^ he said, re¬ 
spectable middle-aged people 
who had become addicted as 
a side effect pf medical treat¬ 
ment, or doctors or other pro¬ 
fessionals with easy access to 
drugs. 

“By the mid-1990s, It be¬ 
came obvious that the heroin 
addict population was grow¬ 
ing rapidly, and the new ad¬ 
dict was found to be an ado¬ 
lescent whose addiction did 
not stem from treatment. 

"T(tls new type of addict 


was the kind that we In North 
America know best," he said. 

Wlnterton said as a result, 
the Brain Committee was es¬ 
tablished to recommend new 
approaches and policies. T 
"The committee found that 
a small number of London 
doctors were willing to deal 
with the new type of addict 
and were prescribing in 
many cases pxcesslve 
amounts of heroin to their 
patients,” Wlnterton said. 

“These patients were, In' 
fact, selling their oversupply 
on the black market.” 

Wlnterton said he discover¬ 
ed data on one doctor known 


tp prescribe a total of 14 
pounds of heroin for treat¬ 
ment purposes in one year. 

Another doctor, he said, 
was known to Issue two pre¬ 
scriptions to the same addict 
In consecntive months. One 
was for 1,000 tablets of heroin 
and. the other for 900 tablets 
of heroin. 

"Clearly, the free heroin 
drug program was not work¬ 
ing to the betterment of so¬ 
ciety,” he said. Winterton 
said approved recommenda¬ 
tions of the committee, which 
still exists In British law 


today, Include free treatment 
centres and clinics from 1988 
on. Only doctors specifically 
licensed by the Home Office 
can prescribe heroin to ad¬ 
dicts for treatment, and It Is a 
legal obligation for doctors to

Earlier this week vice-pre¬ 
sident Dennis Nicholas trav¬ 
elled to Faulkner's Peter¬ 
borough, O'nL riding and told 
a Trent University audience 
that he considers the minister 
Ineffective. 

"It’s been a long time since 
I met snch an ignurant guy,'" 
said Nicholas. "I Just can't* 
find any good words for 

him." 

Faulkner has been In the 
portfolio less than five 


months. He was named in 
September to replace Warren 
Allmand, who many Indian 
groups taw as an under¬ 
standing and sympathetic 
minister. 

Brotherhood sources say 
there are at least three major 
points on which the Faulkner 
criticism la based. 

Allmand used to meet, 
every second week with 
Starblanket and the brot)ier- 


hood executive to discuss 
Issues, or Just to keep up to 
date. Faulkner has not con 
tinued the practice, saying 
that he will meet the brother 
hood when major issues 
arise. 

Also, the brotherhood exec¬ 
utive Is unhappy with the 
progress of the joint brother¬ 
hood-federal cabinet working 
committee.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
transport department has de¬ 
veloped new batteries to 
power electronic devices that 
signal the location of downed 
private aircraft, according to . 
Transport Minister Otto 
Lang. 

Lang said the new batteries 
should be available soon, but 
.that installation of the bat¬ 
teries in aircraft would not bo 
compulsory. 

He was replying In the 
Commons to Jack Ellis 
(PC—Hastings) who asked 
what progress was being 
made on development of a 
safe lithium battery for the 
devices, called electronic lo¬ 
cator transmitters. 

The transport department 
had made ELTs mandatory 
on all aircraft until the bat¬ 
teries started to corrode. Two 
ELTs actually exploded, and 
the department rescinded Its 
regulation during the search 
for a safer battery. 

Some MPs wanted the sus¬ 
pension lifted, saying ELTs 
were needed to assist In air 
searches. 

Lang said there would bo 
no Immediate return to man¬ 
datory use of the devices be¬ 
cause the supply of new bat¬ 
teries was not yet assured. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Carter administration 
this week proposed designat¬ 
ing 5.9 million acres In south¬ 
east Alaska as wilderness, a 
move that would protect 
some of North America's 
-most spectacular glaciers, 
icefields, virgin forest lands 
and coastal estuaries.

bility of Alaska," and that 
these considerations were 
taken Into account in develop¬ 
ing the wilderness proposals. 

Southeast Alaska offers 
some of the most awesome 
scenery on the continent. The 
peninsula contains both rain 
forests and glaciers, hot 
springs and alpine lakes, 
brown bears and black-tailed 
deer. 

Towering' cliffs of glacial 
Ice rise from the water. 
Whales frolic In protected 
bays. Bald eagles soar across 
the sky. Schools of salmon 
swim upstream to spawn. 


The area is also a lumber¬ 
man's dream because of the 
dense stands of giant Sitka 
spruce and western hemlock. 
Lumbering contributes signi¬ 
ficantly to the region's econ¬ 
omy. 

Geologists have found po¬ 
tentially valuable deposits of 
copper, nickel, iron, plati¬ 
num. titanium, chromium 
and asbestos. 

The Administration propo¬ 
sals promise to spark a bitter 
battle In Congress between 
those who want to preserve 
naturally significant regions 
and those who want to foster 


mineral development and 
lumbering. 

In addition to calling for 
establishment of 5,936,000 
acres of wilderness, Berg¬ 
land also proposed' 2,838,000 
acres be classified as “wil¬ 
derness study areas," to pro¬ 
tect them from development 
until Congress decides wheth¬ 
er to Include them In the na¬ 
tional wilderness system. 

Bergland outlined his pro¬ 
posals in a letter to the Alas¬ 
ka lands subcommittee, 
which is already working on 
legislation to protect more 
than 90 million acres.

Georges Mosse. vice-president and managing director of 
the chain that owns the structures, said the buyers are “a 
private Swiss group who wish lo remain anonymous." He 
denied the group has Arab connections. 

An Arab consortium also Owns the posh Dorchester Hotel 
In London. 

Mosse said the new owners plan lo develop "a small chain 
of hotels worldwide, featuring French cuisine, taste and 
hospitality" under his continued management. 

Mosse said he expects the French government to approve 
the deal soon.

zinc, says the size of 1978 
wage increases will "be cru¬ 
cial" to Canada's long-term 
export-import situation. 

"The classic pattern has 
been for Canadian manufac¬ 
turing productivity and 
wages to lag about 20 per cent 
behind the United States,” 
th« report says. "Although 
the productivity gap has nar¬ 
rowed somewhat, the wage 
gap has been reversed." 

The average Canadian an¬ 
nual wage increase has de¬ 
clined to 8.3 per cent from 20 
per cent before controls were 
imposed. It says, but this has 
"only maintained the status 
quo and has done nothing to 
improve Canada's competi¬ 
tive status." 

The report adds that al¬ 
though the 10-per-cent de¬ 
cline in the value of the Cana- 
dial dollar during 1977 has 
improved the export-import 
situation for Canada, it has 
not restored the competitive¬ 
ness of Canadian manufac¬ 
turers as a whole. 

The presence of a Parti 
Quebecois government in 
Quebec “has had an unset- 
-tling influence," it says, and 
the fact that a number of 
Canadian labor contracts in¬ 
clude provision for renegotia¬ 
tion after controls art lifted 
adds uncertainty. 

The report notes that per¬ 
haps the most important fac¬ 
tor in the Canadian economy 


Is. however, economic devel¬ 
opments in the United States. 

For Canada, the report an¬ 
ticipates: Idle Industrial ca¬ 
pacity averaging about 15 per 
cent; unemployment staying 
about eight per cent; private 
capital investment increas¬ 
ing three per cent; national 
expenditure growing 4.4 per 
cent; consumer prices rising 
6.9 per cent; corporate 
profits increasing to 12.9 per 
cent from 10 per cent, and 
varying growth rates for the 
provinces. 

■fhe report describes Al¬ 
berta as "the bright spot" 
among provincial economic 
growth rates and market de¬ 
velopment.

In the business world, the 
best curb to cureaucracy "is 
a tough, fighting market sys¬ 
tem that put the prod to busi¬ 
nessmen to re organize in 
smart fashion or they’ll be In 
trouble." 

He spoke to reporters at a 
news conference in the board 
room of the bank's Ontario 
headquarters. 

Later, he attended the an¬ 
nual business outlook confer¬ 


ence sponsored by the bank 
at a downtown hotel. 

Mulholland said a notion 
seems to be growing that the 
answer to government re¬ 
straint was to keep spending 
In line with the Gross Nation¬ 
al Product (GNP). 

"That would, indeed, be 
progress, but I don't think It's 
going to solve anything." 

"I think you’ve got to re¬ 
duce the level in government 


spending. Holding it to grow 
at its present proportion of 
the economy Is not good 
enough." 

Government spending cur¬ 
rently accounts tor more than 
40 per cent of the GNP. It has 
to be reduced further, he 
said. 

“And you aren't going to 
make that occur by cheese 
paring and all the petty econ¬ 
omies that make people irri¬ 
tated and frustrated," he 
said. 

“You really need a Job of 
thinking through how test to 
operate the government ser¬ 
vices than just insisting that 
everybody fly economy, and 
use buses instead of taxi cabs 
and all that stuff, to save a 
littleblt of money." 

“It really Isn’t golqg to 
solve the problem." he said. 

There was a need to revise 
management at different 


government levels and to de- 
termine how you're actually 
going to set about organizing o 
yourself In the face of what 
the public expects in the way 
of public aervlces these 
days." 

“You can't have 40-odd per 
cent of the eoonomy ignoring 
some kind of criteria of effi¬ 
cient functioning.” 

There must be a revision 
“from top to bottom of the 
government." 

Economies are difficult in a 
large business, he said, but 
much tougher In a govern¬ 
ment. 

"If they’re tough In busi¬ 
ness, they’re twice as tough 
in government." 

Mulholland said govern¬ 
ments are under tremendous 
pressure to relax their re¬ 
straint policy, but "I hope 
they'll hold out."

Cox, a southeastern zone 
regional, sales manager fpr 
the GM Cadillac division be¬ 


fore he was fired in Septem¬ 
ber. 1976, said GM illegally 
extended the warranties on 
Cadillacs beyond the stan¬ 
dard 12-month, 12,Mt-mile 
terms. 

In an Interview published 
In Thursday's Detroit News, 
Cox said that the practice 
continued for four years until 
he stopped It In August, 1976. 

GM has acknowledged "an 
apparent Improper adminis¬ 
tration of warranty and poli¬ 
cy In the Cadillac Jackson¬ 
ville zone," but a spokesman 
says no fraud was Involved. 


Cox contends the warranty 
extensions violate a federal 
law that stipulates the same 
warranties must be available 


to all customers. '

TORONTO (CP) — The Anglican Church of Canada 
says the church will not perform marriage sevices for 
homosexual couples. 

“It is clear from Holy Scripture that only the sexual 
union of male and female can find expression within 
the covenant of holy matrimony,” the church’s House 
of Bishops said In a statement. 

"Thus the church confines its nuptial blessing to 
heterosexual marriages and we cannot authorize our 
clergy to bless homosexual unions. 

"We are aware that some homosexuals develop for 
themselves relationships of mutual support, help and 
comfort, about which the church must show an appro¬ 
priate concern. 

“Such relationships, though, must not be confused 
with holy matrimony and the church must do nothing 
which appears to support any such suggestion." 

The bishops said the church believed homosexuals 
were children of God and had a full and equal claim on 
the love and acceptance of the church.

Soldier honored 


A man who rose from bandsman to 
commander of the Canadian-Scottlsh 
Regiment (Princess Mary’s) has been 
appointed the regiment's honorary lieu¬ 
tenant-colonel. 

Walter Mosedale, well-known In Vic¬ 
toria, is now retired and living on Salt 
Spring Island. 

Bom In Victoria in 1912 and educated 
in the city, Mosedale retired four years 
ago from his post as security officer 
with the defence department at CFB 
Esquimalt, after a 46-year association 
with the armed forces. 

From 1928 to 1939 Mosedale was In the 
militia, moving through the ranks of the 
battalion from private and bandsman. 
He was commissioned in 1934. 

He married Mary Gray of Victoria a 
few months before the outbreak of the 
Second World War and soon found him¬ 
self overseas serving as an Intelli¬ 
gence officer. From 1946 to 1955 he was 
in the reserves. 

Mosedale, a man of many talents, was 
an aide de camp to Governor-General 
Vincent Massey for four years, served 
on the Victoria library board and played 
a major role in the erection of a perma¬ 
nent memorial to the regiment in a 


small park near Christ Church Cathe¬ 
dral. 

Before St. Joseph's Hospital became 
the Victoria General, Mosedale was for 
many years chairman of the manage¬ 
ment board. 

Recalling his reason for Joining the 
reserve, he said fn an interview "there 
wasn't too much to do in Victoria in 
those days. 

y "One way to be sure of good exercise, 
then, was to become a member of the 
reserve force and take advantage of the 
recreational facilities in the Bay Street 
Armory. 

“At that time Victoria was a small, 
intimate sort of place with everyone 
knowing everyone and all the young 
people attending the same schools. It 
was a simple matter to join the reserve 
with all your friends." 

Some of Mosedale’s happiest me¬ 
mories are of the time he spent as an 
aide to Massey — "a man who was so 
very thonghtful of others." 

Mosedale views his new role w ith the 
same enthusiasm that typifies his other 
endeavors. "I’ll work hard trying to 
build an even more effective militia,” 
he said. - 


Yukon Indians balk 
at health transfer 




OTTAWA (CP) - Yukon 
Indians refused Friday to 
continue negotiations on 
transfer of federal health 
services to the territorial 
government. 

They fear that the transfer, 
scheduled for March 31, will 
lead to a deterioration of 
health services, Willie Joe, 
Yukon Native Brotherhood 
president, said in an Inter¬ 
view. There also was fear 
that Indian special health 
rights would be lost. 

The refusal to continue ne¬ 
gotiations occurred at a brief 
meeting between Yukon In¬ 
dian leaders and health offi¬ 
cials. , 

Joe said the health depart¬ 
ment used funding for a spe¬ 
cial community health pro¬ 
gram as a club to force the 
Indians to sign an agreement. 
He called this "unacceptable 
and appalling." 

He added that the federal 
officials said money for a 
community health represen¬ 
tative program could not be 
provided without the Indians 
signing the health transfer 
agreement. 

The health program has 
been available to all Canadi¬ 
an Indians for 14 years and 
was tried unsuccessfully in 
the Yukon several years ago. 
It is designed to train Indians 
in preventive health and nu¬ 
trition. 

The Yukon Indians are 
ready to try the program 
again, but need the federal 
money. 

, Joe said the federal govern¬ 
ment saw the need for the 


program and should pay for It 
regardless of what was hap¬ 
pening in health transfer ne¬ 
gotiations. 

The Indian leaders also 
said that nine of 12 Yukon 
chiefs had so far. opposed the 
transfer and that an estimat¬ 
ed 80 per cent of the entire 
Yukon population of 21,000 Is 
opposed. Federal health em¬ 
ployees had also objected 
strenuously to the transfer. 

The Indian affairs depart¬ 
ment estimated in 1976 that 
there were roughly 3,000 sta¬ 
tus Indians in the Yukon. Sta¬ 
tus Indians are guaranteed 
health services from the fed¬ 
eral government. 

A third point made by the 
Indians was that they did not 
approve of the arbitrary use 
of authority granted to the 
Yukon commissioner. The 
authority empowers the com¬ 
missioner to act at his own 
discretion, and not necessari-

Base Namao, told reporters 
that new radiation-sensitive 
instruments were being test¬ 
ed in the continuing search 
for further fragments of the 
crashed satellite. 

He said the instruments 
would allow an aircraft to 
pinpoint the location of debris 
much more accurately than 
previously. 

A search team from Baker 
Lake was to fly into Warden's 
Grove, 530 kilometres east of 
Yellowknife Friday, to exam¬ 
ine a debris-filled crater lo¬ 
cated last weekend In the ice 
of the Theion River. 

The team was to take ra¬ 
diation readings from the de¬ 
bris in the crater, determine 


the flow of the river, the 
thickness of the ice and take 
water samples. 

The highly radioactive 
reactor core of the nucle¬ 
ar-powered Cosmos 954 has 
not yet been located and offi¬ 
cials have said that if it sur¬ 
vived re-entry it could be at 
the Theion River location. 

Defence Minister Barney 
Danson was scheduled to stop 
here Friday night en route to 
Yellowknife. He was to be 
briefetkby search officials. 

Hhe was to fly today to the 
Fort Reliance area to ob¬ 
serve search and recovery 
operations, and then stop 
over in Baker Lake before 
returning to Winnipeg.

OTTAWA (CP) — Birth 
control pills manufactured by 
the end of April must include 
a brochure warning women 
who smoke and women over 
40 not to use them, the health 
department announced Fri¬ 
day. 

A department spokesman 
said the brochure must in¬ 
clude a list of recommenda¬ 
tions recently drawn from a 
federal government report on 
reproductive physiology. 

Among the warnings: 

•Women over 30 are ad¬ 
vised against smoking and 
taking the pill. 

•Women over 40 are ad¬ 
vised against taking the pill.

The package inserts will 
give women much more in¬ 
formation regarding the com¬ 
position and risks involved in 
using the pill, the spokesman 
said. 

Pills now sold only include 
directions for use, a recom¬ 
mendation to consult a phys¬ 
ician before use and a short 
warning (hat as a drug, the 
pill could have certain side 
affects. 

Notice to manufacturers 
follows a recent decision by 


the U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration for similar 
warnings on U.S. pill pack¬ 
ages.

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Region chiefs wrestle over roving Rovers

A lot of angry people will 
be "popping off" all over the 
place, and more dogs will be 
coming down with “Sooke dis¬ 
ease” unless there is real 
dog control in the electoral 
areas, according to some Cap¬ 
ital Region Board directors. 

However, although a rec¬ 
ommendation will be going to 
the board Wednesday to apply 
for letters patent to take over 
dog control, It Is prnblemati 
cal whether It will be ap¬ 
proved; 

The matter was discussed 
Friday by members of the 
local works and services com¬ 
mittee, and the recommenda¬ 
tion was endorsed on a spilt 
vote. Colwood director 
Howard Drummond and 
Sooke director Charles Per- 
klas voted In favor, while 
View Royal director Al Beas¬ 
ley, and Langford director 
Ed Lublck were opposed. 
Chairman Mac Tipton did not 
vote, so he was counted In 
favor to made the majority 
recommendation. 

At board level the recom¬ 
mendation will require ap¬ 
proval of five of the seven 
electoral area directors hold- 

Indians 
to talk 
fishery 

The Nlmpkish Indian Band 
at Alert Bay is to meet with 
provincial government offi¬ 
cials Monday to discuss mat¬ 
ters of common concern. 

But native land claims will 
not be on the agenda, govern¬ 
ment spokesmen say. 

The government team will 
be led by Bob Exell of Labor 
Minister Allan Williams' 
ministry. Exell Is In charge of 
most matters relating to B.C. 
Indians. 

One of the key Issues to be 
discussed will be the state of 
the Nlmpkish River salmon 
fishery. The Nimpkish Band 
claims the fishery has been 
grossly neglected by govern¬ 
ments and is seeking permis¬ 
sion to operate the entire fish¬ 
ery. 

Attending on behalf of the 
government will be officials 
from economic development, 
the environment, forests, 
water resources and lands. 


lng two-thirds, or eight of the 
11 electoral area votes, before 
going before the full board. 

Since Lublck holds three 
votes, he will have to change 
his mind, or Beasley will have 
to change and board chair¬ 
man James Campbell and 
Salt Spring Island director 
James Bryce will have to vote 
in favor.

"Unless dogs are pursuing 
domestic livestock or chil¬ 
dren he is not supposed to do 
this,” said Tipton, “especial¬ 
ly in an area where the dis¬ 
charge of firearms is not per- 
mitted. 

"However, If a dog comes 


running a deer into my front 
yard, it will be very unlikely 
that 1 won't do anything about 

it. 

“If we don't deal with this 
we'll have a lot of very angry 
people popping off all over 
the place, because the RCMP 
won’t do anything. 

“If there are no other peo¬ 
ple available to deal with the 
problem local people will deal 
with It themselves, and I don’t 
think that is the kind of thing 
we want to see happen." 

Perkins said in his area 
there was a disease known as 
“Sooke disease" that at¬ 
tacked dogs. 

Local veterinarians are 
seeing more dogs suffering 
from gunshot wounds than 
any other disorder, because 
people are shooting at dogs 
running at large. 

“Either they’re not using 
big enough guns or they're 
not being very accurate," 
Tipton commented. 


Perkins said people were 
shooting across fields at dogs 
running livestock. “That is an 
Irresponsible and Inadequate 
way to deal with the prob¬ 
lem," he said. 

Treasurer Kenneth Ball 
said he felt a one-person dog 
control operation could be 
set up In 1978, operating on a 
$12,009 provincial govern¬ 
ment grant and revenue from 
dog tags. He estimated the 
annual cost of control at $33,- 
500. Such a start-up program, 
would break even on costa, so 
that there would be no need to 
put a levy on participating 
areas. 

At the end of the year, he 
said, the dog control officer 
should be consulted before 
decisions on future programs 
were made. 

Ball said at one time the 
region had discussed the pos¬ 
sibilities of the SPCA polic¬ 
ing the outlying areas, and

QUEBEC (CP) - Lieuten- 
• nt-Governor Hugues La¬ 
pointe has finally signed an 
English version of Quebec’s 
Charter of the French Lan¬ 
guage, according to corre¬ 
spondence released this week 
by Premier Rene Levesque. 

Signing of the English copy 
of Bill 101 look place Wednes¬ 
day following a meeting be¬ 
tween Levesque and La¬ 
pointe. 

Last week. Chief Justice 
Jules Deschenes of Quebec 
Superior Court ruled uncon¬ 
stitutional Chapter 3 of the' 
French language charter, 
which declares French the 
official language of Quebec’s 
courts and legislature. Des¬ 
chenes said all Quebec laws 
had to be ‘ adopted and sanc¬ 
tioned”’ in both French and 
English. 

It was then disclosed by 
Clement Richard, speaker of 
the National Assembly, that 
the lieutenant-governor had 
not signed into law ai Eng¬ 
lish version of the law, even 
though he had been asked to. 

Lapointe never explained 
why he refused to sign the 
English version, and the pre¬ 
mier insisted that the lan¬ 
guage charter was valid any¬ 
way. In the letter released 
this week. Levesque indicat¬ 
ed that he asked Lapointe 

Big deficit 
for Ottawa 

OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government incurred a 
spending deficit of nearly $6.2 
billion In the first nine 
months of the 1977-78 fiscal 
year, the finance department 
reported Thursday. 

Governmentjfpending for 
the nine months ending Dec. 
31 totalled $29.7 billion, with 
revenue at $23.5 billion. 

The deficit for the period is 
almost equal to last year’s 
total deficit of $6.3 billion. 
This year, the government is 
expected to spend about $9 
billion more than It brings in.

Levesque’s letter contin 
ued: “For I share entirely 
youropinion that the sanction 
of a law is fundamentally an 
indivisible gesture and that 
the sanction you conferred 
Aug. 26, 1977, to the text of 
Bill 101 was complete.” 

But in his reply to the pre¬ 
mier, Lapointe is'ambiguous 
and does not clearly state 
that the sanction of a law is 
“an indivisible gesture.” 

Lapointe mentioned the 
meeting they had and said, 
“I note that you advised me 
that the text we considered is, 
in English, that of Bill 101 
which 1 sanctioned Aug. 26, 
1977.” 

“I also note that you asked 
me. because the French text 
and the English text were not 
printed together, to indicate 
on the English text that I 
sanctioned Bill 101» 

“In these circumstances,” 
the lieutenant governor sai^r 
that although the Levesque 
government contended that 
since Bill 101's passage laws 
might be adopted in French 
only, it had admitted that the 
charter itself should have 
been passed according to the 
old rules. 

Speaker Richard has not 
said when Lapointe was first 
presented with an English 
copy of the law, except to say 
it could have been several 
weeks after Aug. 26. 

Robert Litvack. a Montreal 
lawyer who argued the case 
against Bill 101 before Chief 
Justice Deschenes, specu¬ 
lates that the government 
asked Lapointe to sign an 
English version after Litvack 
sent a telegram to Justice 
Minister Marc-Andre Bedard 
informing him that only a 
French version was signed. 


Neither Bedard nor senior 
officials on his staff would 
say for certain when La¬ 
pointe was asked to sign an 
English version the first 
time.

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Developer denies aiding former bank chief 


A Central Saanich deve¬ 
loper denied In Victoria coun¬ 
ty court Friday that he of¬ 
fered a former bank presi¬ 
dent any personal advantage 
in granting two lines of cred¬ 
it. 

William Alfred F.astgate. 
president of six Seaboard 
companies and secretary of a 
seventh, also said the group 
had operating lines of credit 
through another bank and 
used them. 

lie said the Rank of Nova 
Scotia "was aware from the 
beginning of my obtaining 
these credits through Unitv 
Bank." 


Eastgate, 43, and Richard 
Brian Higgins. 42, of Saanich, 
president of Unity Bank from 
1»72 to 1875, are Jointly ac¬ 
cused of obstructing Justice 
and corruptly agreeing to ac¬ 
cept or offering a secret com 
mission. 

The trial, before Judge 
Peter Millward, completed 
its 12th day Friday and will 
resume Tuesday. 

Eastgate said he joined the 
Bank of Nova Scotia In 1951 
when he was 17 and worked 
his way up to senior assistant 
manager of the main Toronto 
branch. He first met Higgins 



in late 1962 or early 1963 when 
Higgins was transferred to 
the North Vancouver branch 
sphere be worked at (hat 
time. 

After leaving the Bank of 
Nova Scotia in 1969, he 
worked for DataTech in 
Saanich and formed a part¬ 
nership with two others in 
Seaboard Construction Com¬ 
pany at the end of 1970. 

He described the various 
Seaboard companies and said 
Seaboard Enterprises Ltd. 
was subscribed to by 12 per¬ 
sons who each put up $5,000. 
He said Seaboard Holdings 
Ltd. owns tS to 44 per cent of 
Seaboard Enterprises and he 
owns one-third of Seaboard 
Holdings. 

Eastgate said Higgins 
phoned him in the summer of 
19T2 and asked him to work 
for Unity Bank under him but 
he declined. 


In late January, 1973 he 
attended a housebuilders' 
convention in Toronto and 
was also looking for sources 
for him to put out mortgage 
money in the Victoria area. 
He saw Higgins and had a 
meeting with senior bank of¬ 
ficials and worked out details 
of the mortgage placing. » 

He said he put out $1.4 mil¬ 
lion In mortgages and was 
paid a commission of one per 
cent (or $14,000) for handling 
this and the documentation 

He said Higgins asked if the 
bank could assist blm person¬ 
ally and a personal line of 
credit of $250,000 was agreed 


There was also discussion 
about financing for Sea 
board's land assembly plans 
but no plans were completed 
until (he land assembly came 
closer to fruition. 


Eastgate said that by April. 
1973, he i had signed up two of 
five tracta of land and he 
called Higgins In May who 
said he was coming to Van¬ 
couver and would visit Vic¬ 
toria. 

He asked Higgins during 
the visit for approval of a line 
of credit for $425,000 for Sea¬ 
board Enterprises Ltd. to fi¬ 
nance tbe land assembly, and 
this was authorized. 

At this point Eastgate said 
"none whatsoever” when 
asked If he offered Higgins 
any personal advantage in 
granting him lines of credit. 

He will continue his testi¬ 
mony Tuesday. 

Joseph Bourque, vice-pre¬ 
sident of Midland Doherty, 
investment dealers, was also 
called to testify by Eastgate* 
lawyer, Derek Brindle. 

He said he had known East- 


gate about 12 years and there 
was never a question about 
Kastgate’s ability, honesty or 
integrity. "He is above re¬ 
proach," he said. 

Higgins, completing his 
cross-examination, said he 
wasn't aware of accountant 
William John Elliott making 
changes in documents relat¬ 
ing to Mount Newton Hold¬ 
ings Ltd. when the two of 
them and Eastgate met last 
April. 

When the ROMP descended 
on the Seaboard companies 
and himself, he said be came 
to Victoria from Vancouver 
to terminate negotiations for 
employment. He said Mount 
Newton Holdings was in¬ 
volved because Eastgate was 
putting money Into it for a 
bonus if he accepted the em¬ 
ployment offer. 

Shown a sheet of paper 
taken from a binder in his 


apartment with the tab "Mt. 
Newton” on It, Higgins said 
he had Intended it to be a 
negotiations file but never got 
around to it and there never 
was anything In the binder at 
any time referring to Mount 
Newton. 

He said funds were being 
put Into Mount Newton Hold¬ 
ings by Eastgate, it was a 
company owned and con¬ 
trolled by Eastgate, and 
being used as a vehicle East- 
gate could use for terms and 
conditions of employment of 
him. if he accepted. 

Both Higgins and Eastgate 
are accused of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice between 
April 26 and April 30; 1977, by 
destroying and altering docu¬ 
mentary evidence “thereby 
attempting to conceal the of¬ 
fences of giving and receiv¬ 
ing, corruptly, benefits to an 
agent” contrary to the secret 


commission section of the 
Criminal Code. 

Higgins is accused of cor¬ 
ruptly agreeing, between 
Jan. l, 1973, and April 30, 
1977, to accept from East- 
gate and W.A.E. Holdings 
Ltd. a benefit, specifically an 
opportunity to participate 
and share, without personal 
Investment or efforts, in the 
business ventures of Sea¬ 
board Enterprises Ltd. and 
W.A.E. Holdings Ltd. which 
resulted in a proflt-of $110,000 
as consideration for showing 
favor to Seaboard and 
W.A.E. Holdings regarding 
their credit applications to 
Unity Bank. 

Eastgate is accused of cor¬ 
ruptly offering this benefit to 
Higgins as consideration for 
Higgins showing favor to 
Seaboard and W.A.E. Hold¬ 
ings regarding their credit 
applications to Unity Bank. 
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Three youths apprehended Friday morning by Victoria 
city police appeared in Victoria provincial court and 
were jointly charged with breaking and entering. 

Keith Dales, 17, of 505 Cornwall, Robert Alan Sher¬ 
man. 18, of 2211 Shelboume, and Terry Alan White, 18, of 
737 Laurentian, appeared before Judge Harold Alder and 
were charged in connection with an early-morning break- 
in al The Cook Inn, 1031 Cook. 

Crown counsel Robert Mulligan said he would hot op 
pose their release on their own undertaking to appear 
and Alder remanded them until next Friday for election 
of their trial method. 


A 17-year old pleaded guilty to a Dec. 3 break-in and 
w as remanded until March 13 for a pre-sentence report .and 
sentencing.

B.C. nurses try 
new road to deal 

The Registered Nurses' Association of B.C. has become 
the second union in quick succession to seek the aid of new 
essential services legislation in an effort to reach a collec¬ 
tive agreement with the Health Labor Relations Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Like the Hospital Employees' Union, the RNABC wants 
binding arbitration as spelled out In the Essential Services 
Disputes Act. The unions are the first two to turn to the act 
for help. 

An arbitration panel has already been set up in the case 
of the HEU. which is bargaining on behalf Of 20,300 
employees at more than 100 B.C hospitals. Hearings 
begin Monday 

The RNABC. representing 12.300 nurses al 107 hospitals, 
reported that HLHA made no salary offer in more than 
three months of negotiations The suggestion that any in 
crease be retroactive to Jan. 1 was also rejected, the union 
said. The last contract expired Dec. 31 

Although nothing else was achieved in the three months, 
the negotiations appear to have at least produced a new 
catch phrase for labor language. The nurses described 
progress as “glacial at best." 

In addition. HLRA, bargaining arm for the hospital 
Industry, sought elimination of several benefits that al¬ 
ready existed, the RNABC said. 

The HEU, which was seeking a flat tl-an-hour increase, 
said It was offered approximately 22 cents.

This week-end First United 
Church is celebrating the 
116th anniversary of its foun¬ 
dation. The congregation (the 
first Presbyterian congrega¬ 
tion In Canada west of the 
Red River) came Into being 
In 1862 under the leadership 
of the Rev. John Hall, who 
had been sent out to western 
Canada by the Irish Presby¬ 
terian Church. 

Hall’s successor, the Rev. 
Thomas Somerville, resigned 
a year after taking up his 
duties because of differences 
with the church board. He 
went on to found a new Pres¬ 
byterian congregation here, 
St. Andrew’s, and took a siz¬ 
able number of the original 
first congregation with him. 

First Presbyterian Church 
entered the United Church of 
Canada in 1923.

Bernard Shaw had a friend 
whn resigned as a member of 
the British parliament rather 
than compromise, he said, on 
a matter of moral principle. 
The issue was not one de¬ 
manding such drastic action, 
and Shaw was bitterly disap¬ 
pointed. He wrote: “I do 
think Joe might have put up 
with Just a speck or two on 
those white robes of his for 
the sake of the millions of 
poor devils who cannot afford 
any character at all because 
they have no friends in par¬ 
liament. O, these moral dan¬ 
dles! These spiritual toffs! 
These superior persons! ” 
Then Shaw asked, “Who Is 
Joe anyhow that he should 
not risk his soul occasionally 
like the rest of us?” 

Joe had made an idol of his 
own character and reputa¬ 
tion, an Idol before which he 
bowed down and worshipped. 
In resigning from parliament 
he undoubtedly experienced 
the exquisite delights of ful¬ 
filled self-righteousness. He 
refused to compromise, he 
. wouldn't risk his soul — and 
he made himself ineffective 
In the real world. 

Excessivei concern for 
one’s Integrity, for one’s 
moral purity, can keep one' 
from serving the good of 
others, from exercising com¬ 
passion. I wonder if morality 
benefits much from the 
moral hypochrondriac who is 
constantly feeling his righ-

teousness pulse and taking 
his Idealism temperature. 

Life wnuld be very simple If 
all nur moral choices and 
ethical decisions were simply 
matters of choosing between 
good and evil. But mesl of 
the moral problems we face, 
especially those which affect 
society, are much more com¬ 
plicated: very few of them 
are simple black-and-white 
issues. 

Sometimes we must choose 
between two gods — and that 
is not always easy. Far more 
difficult are those situations 
in which the only choice is 
between two evils, or two 
possibilities each of which 
has evil In it. and we have to 
decide which evil is the less 
er. And often we face situa 
tlons In which good and evil 
are inextricably mixed. 

The very nature of our 
moral situations is such that 
we must compromise with 
respect to many of them. And 
refusal to make a decision is 
in Itself a decision — and 
often the meanest kind of 
compromise, the kind that 
one thinks Isn’t compromise 
and which makes for a terri¬ 
ble moral smugness. 

Morality Is not primarily In 
keeping your own precious 
little soul lily-white: It ts pri¬ 
marily In the responsible 
risking of your soul In service 
of the real good of other per¬ 
sons, and that often demands 
compromise. Relnhold Nie 
buhr. one of the most Influen 
tlal religious and political 
thinkers of our time, put It In 
this way: "We cannot be good 
unless we’re responsible, and 
the minute we’re responsible 
we’re involved in compro 
mise." 

When we make moral com 
promises we must be honest 
with ourselves about them, 
and we must know what we 
are doing and why. Moral 
responsibility always entails 
risk to one's soul. In the final 
analysis, the test of Integrity 
is in compassion and not 
merely In inner feelings of 
purity. As Archibald 
MacLeish, the American poet 
and playwright, pointed out. 
“The world is divided into 
two kinds of people, the pure 
and the responsible."

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Ten Days for Development: 1978 focus on food 


Tuo agricultural econo¬ 
mists will lead Canadian 
churches In a study ot the 
muses of world kungrr this 
month. In the second of * 
three-year Ten Days for De¬ 
velopment program on food.

Major Canadian churches 
will observe Ten Days for 
Development — the joint de¬ 
velopment education cam¬ 
paign of five co-operating 
churches — this month. 
Again, as last year, the spot¬ 
light will be on food. 

It will be the second year 
that the food issue will be 
brought before the Canadian 
public by the A^ican, Unit¬ 
ed. Roman Catholic, Luther 
an and Presbyterian 
churches. Rather than a hun 
ger campaign, the emphasis 
will be on the production, dls 
frlbutinn and delivery of food. 

The program is scheduled 


for early Lent, Feb. 10-20, 
although some localities 
across the country may plan 
their own projects around al 
ternative dates. During this 
period, two outstanding agri¬ 
cultural economists will visit 
Canada to meet with mem¬ 
bers of Parliament, with agri¬ 
cultural and food aid officials 
and with church assemblies. 

One is Susan George, author 
of How the Other Half Dies. 
The Real Reasons for World 
Hunger, a documented study 
of world hunger which fol¬ 
lowed the 1974 World Food 
Conference In Rome. 

Ms. George maintains that 
that conference, sponsored by 
the United Nations, would 
hardly be called a success. 
Most of the “solutions” of¬ 
fered were purely technologi¬ 
cal, she says, in that they 
stressed production rather 
than equitable distributing of 
food. 


"Briefly, they echoed the 
self-same'measures that have 
been offered for the past 30 
years. None of the solutions 
has come close to solving the 
problem. The only point that 
everyone seems to agree upon 
is that matters are bound to 
grow worse," she says. 

During her visit here, Ms. 
George will present what she 
believes the real causes of 
hunger to be. 

"Under the guise of food aid 
and development programs, 
the west has encouraged poor 
countries to grow more food 
— cash crops — merely to 
serve the consumers in the 
industrialized world with 
cheap produce and to produce 
more meat and poultry so that 
they will have to rely increas¬ 
ingly on Imports (such as 
tractors, fertilizers and ani¬ 
mal feeds) manufactured in 
Europe and the United 
States," she says. 


The economist maintains 
that there is sufficient evi¬ 
dence already to suggest that 
agribusiness is capable of de¬ 
stroying local employment 
patterns, local food and crop 
production, consumer tastes, 
even village and traditional 
family structures. 

The other economist Is Gon- 
zalo Arroyo, a Jesuit priest 
and agricultural economist 
from Latin America. He is the 
director of a group of scholars 
studying the impact of agri¬ 
business upon world food pro¬ 
duction. 

The Ten Days program, 
which has come under criti¬ 
cism from some people of the 
participating churches for its 
allegedly "leftist” leaning, 
has not changed Its emphasis 
this year to appease its crit¬ 
ics. 

"its (the program's) as¬ 
sumptions are Christian." 
says national co-ordlnatnr 
Rev. Robert Gardner. 


"Every effort is made to offer 
responsibly researched and 
accurate Information in its 
articles, but if you detect a 
slant in favor of the oppressed 
and outcasts of society, you 
are correct. 

"The rich have the re¬ 
sources and will find the occa¬ 
sions to provide more than 
equal time," he says. 

The Ten Days program's 
deliberate international and 
Third World focus will be 
picked up by 35 community 
study groups across Canada 
at the same time that the two 
economists are here. 

Last year, Ten Days began 
the first of a three-year em¬ 
phasis on the food issue. 
Frances Moore Lappe and Jo¬ 
seph Collins, authors of Food 
First — Beyond the Myth of 
Scarcity, provided an analy¬ 
sis demonstrating that the 
causes of world hunger are 
not technological, but social 
and political. They met with 


government and church rep¬ 
resentatives and media dur¬ 
ing the 1977 program. 

A few Ten Days’ local com¬ 
mittees discovered during 
their study of the global food 
issue that elements of a sub¬ 
issue — that of land use — 
could be found In their own 
communities. 

In Chilliwack. B.C., the 
local committee became in¬ 
volved In the local debate on. 
the fate of farmland. Deve¬ 
lopers had applied to the gov¬ 
ernment land authority to 
“unfreeze” farmland for non¬ 
food producing use. 

The local Inter-church com¬ 
mittee Joined with other citi¬ 
zens’ groups and their actions 
prevented the food-producing 
farmland from being lost. 

One of the projects for study 
this year is the food policy 
statement issued last June by 
Agriculture Canada and the 
Department of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs. At present, 
this strategy statement is the 


official position of the federal 
government on the food issue. 

Gardner says study groups 
will try to determine if the 
government's strategy fits 
with the facts that are being 
discovered. 

After research and study 
locally, follow-up actions are 
encouraged in the form of 
panels, speakers, questions to 
policy-makers and letters to 
principals involved In the de¬ 
bate. 

Gardner wants rural groups 
especially to be involved In 
the process. “Rural people 


are central in the food system 
and, as such, they have credi¬ 
bility. The conclusions of 
study, work and action on the 
food issue can be communiat- 
ed to policy-makers and con 
sumers. 

“We hope that a sense of 
solidarity can develop be¬ 
tween food producers in Can¬ 
ada and food producers in the 
developing countries," he 
says.

North pipeline bill 
faces rocky road 


OTTAWA (CP)—Opposi¬ 
tion parties greeted the Lib¬ 
eral government's new 
northern pipeline legislation 
Friday with indications it 
faces a rough passage 
through the Commons. 

The bill, tabled by Deputy 
Prime Minister Allan Ma- 
cEachen, formally ratifies a 
decision last fall to go ahead 
with construction of a ♦10- 
billion cross-Canada pipeline 
to move Alaskan natural gas 
to Canadian markets. 

It also sets up a new federal 
agency that will oversee con¬ 
struction of the pipeline. 
Costs of the agency, with of¬ 
fices in Ottawa, Calgary and 
Whitehorse, Yukon, will be 
passed on to the company 
Involved, Foothills Pipe Line 
(Yukon) Ltd. 

What upset the Opposition 
was the lack of detailed pro¬ 
visions to guarantee mini¬ 
mum levels of content for 
Canadian labor and material 
for the sections of the line 
crossing the Yukon, British 
Columbia, Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

“I refuse to trust the gov¬ 
ernment on this matter," 
said Ed Broadbent, leader of 
the New Democratic Party. 
'They have broken too many 
promises to date.” 

“This project is too impor¬ 
tant to Canadian workers and 
companies to be left to 
chance,” he said. 

Erik Nielsen, the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative pipeline 
critic, said hp too is con¬ 
cerned over the lack of spe¬ 
cific levels government will 
accept for the northern pipe¬ 
line. 

MacEachen told a news 
conference that Foothills will 
present a plan to government 
outlining how much Canadian 
content it will use, but he 
declined to say what figure 
will be acceptable. The com¬ 
pany has said it is aiming at* 
90 per cent Canadian content. 

MacEachen also said he 
still stands behind a predic¬ 
tion made last fall that the 
pipeline will provide 100,000 
man-years of employment 
for Canadians. 

A major factor in deter¬ 
mining how much of the busi¬ 
ness will go to Canadians is 
the size and other specifica¬ 
tions for the pipeline, a deci¬ 
sion MacEachen had hoped 
would come by mid-month. 

But requests by the U.S. for 
additional technical informa¬ 
tion have delayed that deci¬ 
sion. 

Some U.S. officials have 
suggested a thick-wailed 48- 
inch line that would eliminate 
most Canadian rolling mills 
from the competition. Foot¬ 
hills countered with sugges¬ 
tions of a thin-walled 54-Inch 


B.C. sees 
drug plan 
support 

VANCOUVER (CP) - 
British Columbia could be re¬ 
ceiving some federal govern¬ 
ment funding for a proposed 
B.C. compulsory heroin-ad¬ 
diction treatment program, 
Health Minister Bob McClel¬ 
land said Friday. 

“They are being very cau¬ 
tious not to be involved In any 
way that might be Construed 
as violating any rights,” said 
McClelland. 

“Justice Minister Ron Bas- 
ford has announced that 
there will be changes put 
forward to the Criminal Code 
of Canada to allow judges to 
place people in treatment 
programs as part of sentenc¬ 
ing," he said. 

McClelland said the federal 
health and welfare depart¬ 
ment has agreed to continue 
funding some B.C. anti-drug 
programs that were out of 
money this spring. 

McClelland said the heroin- 
addiction treatment pro¬ 
gram, which will involve 
compulsory treatment of per¬ 
sons found to be addicted, 
will be Introduced to the 
legislature-in the spring.

clear, put combustible materials in separate buildings, 
and keep only one day’s supply of combustible materials 
in the rooms where they are used. 

The order presents a Quandary for college officials and 
students. Among the areas that must be cleaned nut are 
student study carrels which, for lack of better space, line 
hallways throughout the campus. Chemicals and equip¬ 
ment in science buildings must also be removed from 
the hallways in which they are stored, and paper used in the 
college's business office, art rooms, and print shop will 
have U> be stored elsewhere. 

The problem Is that there is nowhere to put them, Camo- 
sun science and technology director Jans Diemer said. 

The request "cuts out a lot of learning and study stations, 
because there Is simply no other place to put them. If we 
had our druthers, we would put them in niches someplace, 
because nobody wants to study in traffic." 

Because frame construction is used throughout the cam¬ 
pus, combustible materials would have to be stored In 
a separate building, but the college cannty construct the 
additional space or even make fireproof storage rooms 
In existing buildings because it neither owns the campus 
nor has a lease on it. Until the provincial government re¬ 
solves that problem, which it has promised to do by the end 
of February, the college is unable to spend capital funds. 

The alternative, Diemer said, is to ship everything to 
the Carey Road campus for storage. That would end the 
fire hazard, but would make it impossible to function at the 
Lansdowne campus. 

A tour of the campus Friday indicated that storage is in¬ 
deed a problem. The halls of the Young building (now 05 
years old), while spacious, are lined with study carrels, a 
copying machine, and even two remote computer termi¬ 
nals used for language study. The foyer of the building on 
the south side Is used as a student lounge. 

According to the fire chief, this will all have to be cleaned 
out, Diemer said. 

Downstairs, the art rooms have paper, paint, and other 
materials stacked along the walls and in the corridors. 
Prints dry on a line strung over a hallway, high enough to 
reach with the help of a chair, but too high for passersby to 
brush with their heads. 

The most difficult problems lie in the science buildings, 
actually some of the surplus army huts that dot so many 
campuses, including the universities of Victoria and B.C. 
Diemer said. In the chemistry hut, faculty offices are on one 
side of two storage rooms piled high with chemicals and 
highly flammable solvents. The fire exits are on the other 
side. 

In the physics hut, a wide hallway was an open Invita¬ 
tion for Storage, and access to one exit is through the narrow 
passage left after electronic and phsyics gear was stacked 
neatly to the ceiling on either side. 

In the biology hut, access between two classrooms and 
the main door is only about two feet wide at one point — a 
large aquarium takes up the rest of the space

Runoff from one of the ille¬ 
gal garbage dumps In Sooke 
is leaching Into a salmon 
stream, according to regional 
director Charles Perkins. 

The dump, off Harbor View 
Road Is just one of several in 
the area where both residents 
and a large number of non¬ 
residents dump household 
refuse and items too big for 
the garbage can. 

Every now and then fires 
break out in the dumps, pos¬ 
ing fire threats during sum¬ 
mer months, and local resi¬ 
dents have also been com¬ 
plaining of an increasing rat 
population which poses health 
hazards. 

The worst dump lies at the 
end of a logging road off Har¬ 
bor View Road, and rubbish 
and car bodies and other gar¬ 
bage have been dumped into a 
stream there. 

“This stream Is a branch of 
Stoney Creek, which is a salm¬ 
on stream," Perkins said. 

“It is most urgent that It be 
cleaned up and that people 
stop dumping there." 

Earlier this week the re¬ 
gion’s public works commit¬ 
tee decided that another 
dump off Anderson Road 
should be cleaned up and the 
area posted to prohibit fur¬ 
ther dumping. 

“I think people know that 
these areas in the bush are 
not legal dumps,” Perkins 
said. “But as long as some 
dump there, they think it’s 
all right to add to the mess. 
Once the areas are clean and 
posted, all we'll have to worry 
about will be the people who'll 
drive up at night to dump." 

Perkins said a lot of gar¬ 
bage is dumped by non-resi¬ 
dents from municipal areas. 


"They have some large ob¬ 
ject that is too big for muni¬ 
cipal workers pick up so they 
drive out into the countryside 
to find a likely-looking place 
to dump their stuff.

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New hospital: ‘Little people’ say get on with job 

Vic General workers speak their mind for the first time

They call them "the little people.” 

Individually, they don’t have the kind of 
names that give them community promin¬ 
ence. And they don't command political 
clout. 

You might pass most of them on the street 
without knowing them. 

JUST SO MANY faceless, nameless people 
blending Into the crowd. 

“These are the little people who make an 
old hospital like Victoria General the good 
kind of hospital it is, and It Is because of their 
concern over the whole question of expand¬ 
ed hospital facilities that they are breaking 
their silence,” a Hospital Employees' Union 
source said Friday. 

Until now the verbal tug-of-war over the 
fate of the planned Helmcken Road Hos¬ 
pital has remained pretty much with the 
politicians and the medical profession. It has 
largely been a debate over the merits of going 
ahead at Helmcken with the split-hospital 
concept, or staying with the “whole” by 
expanding Victoria General. 

NO ONE SEEMS to ha veglven any thought 
to the people who staff Victoria General, in¬ 


cluding the 800 or so In the HEU who tend to 
everything from specialized technical Jobs 
and practical nursing, to laundry work, dish¬ 
washing and other chores that are often 
tedious and unattractive but self-satisfying. 

But now they are starting to come out of the 
shadows on their own because of what 
union informants say Is a deep concern for 
proper hospital care and an Impatience 
with those they think are endangering the 
situation by playing politics. 

“They are becoming concerned that the 
question is taking a beating In the press 
and they are on the frontline,” one HEU 
member said. “One day they read that 
Helmcken is a good idea and it's going ahead, 
the next day that it's bad and that it Isn't 
going ahead. 

“They are also concerned from an employ¬ 
ment point of view, but not through any 
fear for their Jobs — It's just the uncertainty 
of knowing where they’re going to work — at 
Helmcken, or at Victoria General in Im¬ 
proved facilities. They feel it’s a question 
that has to be answered quickly — not really 
because of employment, but because of hos- 
pi ta! ca re itself.” 

THE HOSPITAL employees are entering 


the picture two days after the local labor 
movement made Its first official move. But 
sources say there Is no connection; that it Is 
simply a coincidence. 

To begin with, It was the Victoria Labor 
Council that made the first thrust Wednes¬ 
day night, and the HEU Is no longer affiliated 
with the council. It found Itself on the 
outside of the Canadian LaborCongress, B.C. 
Federation of Labor and various labor coun¬ 
cils several years ago because of Us break 
from its mother union — the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees. 

The HEU, which has grown to more than 
20,000 members —all of them In B.C.— 
said at the time that It was ending what It 
considered a one-sided marriage with CUPE. 
The affiliation, It said, was costing far too 
much for the services rendered. 

Members of HEU at Victoria General say 
they were thinking of speaking out on 
the question long before the labor council 
raised Its voice. 

THE COUNCIL, acting on a motion from 
immediate past president John Schibli, de¬ 
cided to press provincial Health Minister 
Robert McClelland for an Immediate start on 
construction at Helmcken Road. It also ex¬ 


pressed sharp criticism of municipal politi- 
cans whom it blamed for putting roadblocks 
in the way of the Helmcken project. 

Construction was to have finally begun this 
month. But the municipalities of Victoria 
and Saanich have both asljed for another 
three-month delay because of what they 
say are too many unanswered questions. 

“This has been going on for years and 
years,” «n HEU spokesman said Friday. 
"Surely everyone has had more than ample 
time for input and the answering of ques¬ 
tions. The time seems to have come to take It 
out of the hands of the politicians and to get U 
moving.” 

He said attention should be paid to the 
thoughts of the Victoria General employees 
since they had demonstrated a keen responsi¬ 
bility in the operation of their own hospi¬ 
tal. 

"It is a very old hospital that operates very 
well because of the devotion and concern Of a 
very good staff," he said. “It Is a hospital run 
by little people devoted to the care of the sick. 
I think It ranks among the best run hospitals 


In the province. 1 would want to go the re any 
day if I got sick.” 

BUT IT IS NOW a question of either 
building the much-needed Helmcken Road 
hospital, or renovating and enlarging Vic¬ 
toria General, he said. 

“In 1962 there were plans to tear down the 
old wing and replace it with a new one. 
.That was 16 years ago and nothing has 
happened. Since that time we’ve got a new 
laundry and new administrative offices. 
There has been an updating of laboratories. 
But In the actual patient areas, nothing has 
been done." 

Some of the HEU members at Victoria 
General blame the Helmcken delay on muni¬ 
cipal politicians “wanting to carve out their 
own little niches," and doctors who “want to 
have the hospital remain downtown next door 
to their offices.” _ 

“Each time we read that something is 
going to happen, then something else hap¬ 
pens to torpedo it,” one said. 

“Our people haven't spoken out before. But 
we are getting fed up with what is happening. 
Our message now Is this: Get on with the 
job." 


Educational technologist Geoffrey Potter 
of the University of Victoria has been 
given an $11,090 Canada Council grant to 
study “distance education” around the 
world.

The B.C. education ministry has ex¬ 
pressed some interest in using distance edu¬ 
cation techniques to take higher education 
to the interior of the province, possibly 
using the Anik B communications satellite. 


Hospitality certificates 

'Beirnes mistaken 9 


Most of the hotel and res¬ 
taurant employees who took 
the provincial government's 
hospitality course have re¬ 
ceived their certificates, and 
any statements to the con¬ 
trary are "completely mis¬ 
leading," according to 
Wayne Currie, deputy travel 
minister. 

Currie said In an interview 
Friday he had no Idea why 
former Victoria alderman 
Helen Beirnes, who designed 
the course, was under the im¬ 
pression that graduates were 
still waiting for their certifi¬ 
cates. 

Mrs. Bqlrnes said she was 
being deluged by calls from 
people who had taken the 
course and never received 
their certificates. She said 
Travel Minister Grace 
McCarthy was more interest¬ 


ed in getting political mileage 
out of the program than mak 
ing It succeed. 

Currie said the odd person 
might have been overlooked, 
“mainly because of the utter 
state of confusion that exist¬ 
ed when Mrs. Beirnes left." 

He said especially In Vic¬ 
toria, there were "some peo¬ 
ple who didn't get their certif¬ 
icates, but we’re in the pro¬ 
cess of Issuing them right 
now. 

“In some other instances, 
he said, the presentation 
ceremony may have been 
scheduled to coincide with a 
chamber of commerce func¬ 
tion, in which case it would 
take place “just about now.” 

Currie said just under 1,000 
certificates had been Issued 
since the introduction of the 
hospitality course last fall. 


Anyone who didn’t get the 
certificate. Currie said, 
should get in touch with the 
travel ministry. 

Currie also said Mrs. 
Beirnes didn’t resign from 
her job. which was tied to a 
three-month contract. 

“I didn’t renew her con¬ 
tract after three months and 
there’s a big difference,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, the program 
was going ahead full steam, 
Currie said. The department 
was just putting the finishing 
touches on the spring courses 
in preparation for a heavy 
tourist season this summer. 

“There will be a lot of tem¬ 
porary workers in the tourist 
industry and we’d like to en¬ 
roll as many of them as pos¬ 
sible in the hospitality 
course,” he said.

TELEVISION, otherwise so mediocre that there arc 
rumors some school children have taken to doing their 
homework, embraced sport enthusiastically because it pro 
vided ready-made plot, cast and audience. But television 
couldn't leave a good thing alone, and sport is being 
smotheringly squeezed into the make-believe world of show 
business. 

There is no better example of what that means than 
the build-up for the 12th showing of the extravagantly- 
named Super Bowl. Over-long and unimaginative it has to 
rate as one of all-time television bores. Listening to the 
drivel delivered before, during and after the game, and 
watching the people who delivered il. brought back fond 
memories of Danny Blanchflower, who in his soccer-play 
ing days was one of the best halfbacks in Britain. 

It's II years ago since Blanchflower. who played al 
Royal Athletic Park for an Irish Football Association team 
in a 1953 international match, had a one-shot experience as 
a If.S. television commentator. 

That was in the early days of the North American Soccer 
League, and Blanchflower, who will ever be remembered by 
Aston Villa fans, was a delight. One of the few great athletes 
who has been able to express himself clearly and knowledge 
ably about his game, he gave viewers the status of being 
able to see what the cameras were showing them and 
commented with an admirable frankness which didn’t leave 
the impression he was knocking the game even when it was 
critical. Blanchflower, never to be mistaken as the Howard 
Cosell of his day. really told it like it was. But television 
cannot relate honesty to a sales pitch, and Blanchflower's 
days were numbered from his first telecast. 

It wasn't long before he was called into a CBS office, 
where a couple of somewhat-embarrassed network officials 
struggled to find a delicate way of telling him he couldn't be 
his own man as a soccer commentator. 

Blanchflower was told that there were objections to part 
of his comment in the previous game-the part in which he 
pointed out that the St. Louis goalkeeper was responsible for 
a goal because he was out of position. When Blanchflower 
protested that he was only telling the truth, it was suggested 
that he could have declared that the goal-was the result df a 
great shot. 

"There are,” he was told, "two truths—a positive truth 
and a negative truth. We want you to be positive and say it 
was a goiod play rather than bad.” 

Blanchflower heard later that some team owners didn't 
like his comments and that high network officials thought 
he was knocking the product they were trying to sell. No 
attention was paid to much appreciative comment about 
Blanchflower's commentating, including a New York Times 
review of the first NASL telecast in which John Gould wrote 
that "The game was chiefly noteworthy for the distinctive 
commentary of Danny Blanchflower .''

"Sports TV," said Blanchflower. "does not have the . 
same critical facility as sports journalism. The TV com- . 
panics are co-promoters. They have to sell the product to 
sponsors and lo the viewers. The TV producer fears an 
announcer with a mind of his own. He prefers a mechanical 
idiot who will get him in and out on cue. a sweet-talking 
tape-recorder with the tones of an old fair-grounds barker 
•Come along folks ..see the greatest show on earth.' They 
will buy the announcer's soul and preach to him of two 
truths, and if he can eliminate the negative in his voice he 
will be a joy in producer-land forever. 

"TV is an intruder at a sports event, and should always 
be kept in place. It should not be allowed to change 
important details of the event to suit its own ends. Bui 
because il is a very presumptuous being, television thinks 
the world belongs to it. 

"In time, television's attitude can do sport great harm 
Il can undermine its values and lead to the worship of false 
idols. As the newspapers once carried news of the sporting 
dream across the land, TV now carries the vision of it to 
every small boy, young and old. A young player can see a 
colorful, moving image of his sporting idol. He has a clear 
picture of what style to mimic. All the coaching in the world 
could not replace that advantage, but the boy must be 
■ inlormed of the difference between aimless movement and 
good action. The picture should be given an honest definition 
by the commentary. 

Sport is a wonderfully democratic thing, one of the few 
honorable battlefields left. It is a conflict between good and 
bad. w inning and losing, praise and criticism. Its true values 
should be cherished and protected. They do not belong In 
uwners of athletic franchises or to TV companies. Any small 
boy. anywhere, who kicks a ball owns a piece of the action 
Everybody enjoys exaggeration and romance in a sporting 
story, but deliberate lying and cheating for profit is some 
thing else." 

And so are Phyllis George. Brent Musberger and Irv 
Cross. And, of course, Cosell. .

lit)NDON (AP) —Bubby Monrc. ihe soccer Star who 
led England to its World Cup triumph in 1966, sounded 
a warning to the men who run the game in the United 
States. 

“They must not change a few rules and turn the 
game into a North American version of soccer," 
Moore said, “in that way they could become isolated 
from the rest of the world." 

Moore, after a long career in the English League 
with West Ham and Fulham. Is back in Britain after a 
spell with’San Antonio of the North American Soccer 
League. 

“Soccer has made a lot of progress in the United 
States, but It is not yet really established there." he 

said. 

"The crowds do not really understand the game in 
the way it is understood in Europe. They are a little 
naive. But you go to watch what you like and what you 
enjoy, and clearly the American public is beginning to 

enjoy soccer. 


"It could be a tremendous sport in the United State) 
in the future.” 

Moore was talking at a luncheon of the British Sports

He said he approved of one inndvation In American 
soccer — a rule making it possible for players to be 
offside only within 35 yards of the goal. 

"If that rule was universally adopted it could be a 
good thing for.the game,” Moore said. 

Under the rules of the World Soccer Federation 
(FIFA), players are ruled offside anywhere in their 
opponents’ half of the field. Some teams are accused of 
spoiling the game by exploiting offside tactics — 
deliberating making their opponents offside so that the 
game is being constantly interrupted. 

Moore added: “The danger is that the Americans 
will try more rule changes of this kind, and go to far 
They must not get too far out of line with world rules, if 
they are lo have any hope of taking part in world 
soccer in the future.”

Halas pays $500 
for Bear facts 

CHICAGO (AP) — George Halas—whose 83rd birthday 
was Thursday — has led a storied life, and Friday he paid 
$500 to have a memory refreshed. 

Halas, chairman and founder of Chicago Beap, paid 
William Naegel $500 for finding the right lyrics to the 
National Football League team’s original fight song com¬ 
posed In 1922., ' 

During a radio Interview in January, Halas sang a few 
of the lyrics of the old fight song on the air, but said he 
couldn’t remember the rest. He offered the reward for the 
complete lyrics. 

He received entries from some 100 persons, but Naegel 
was the. only one to submit the correct lyrics, a Bears’ 
spokesman said. 

Naegel’s father, Harvey Naegel. and his quartet, the 
Harmony Four, sang the song in the early 1920s at the 
Bears’ games, a Bears’ spokesman said. 

Naegel was nine when. In 1941, the second Bears’ fight 
song, Bear Down Chicago Bears, was copyrighted. Naegel 
found the words to the original song in a program 
for the Bears-Akron game of Nov. 28, 1922. The Bears lost 
many records, including old programs, In a fire in 1961. 

Lancaster signs again 


Agent tough bargainer 
but no blacklist exists 


REGINA. (CP) - Veteran 
quarterback Ron Lancaster 
has signed a one-year con¬ 
tract with Saskatchewan 
Roughriders to be the Cana¬ 
dian Football League club's 
quarterback and offensive 
coach, the team announced. 

Lancaster, 39, has been un¬ 
certain about his football fu¬ 
ture following a knee injury 
last season. 


Lancaster has been a CFL 
quarterback for 18 seasons, 
15 of them with Roughriders. 

Lancaster holds the CFL 
records for passes thrown (5,- 
843), passes completed (3.- 
179), most touchdowns (318) 
and most interceptions (369). 

Lancaster acted both as of¬ 
fensive co-ordinator and 
quarterback last year. 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
Howard Slusher may not be 
the easiest player agent with 
whom to deal, but there’s 
nothing even remotely re¬ 
sembling a blacklist of his 
clients, says the National 
Football League. 

The spectre of a blacklist of 
players In the stable of the 
hard-bargaining Los Angeles 
agent was raised Thursday 
by Al Dotson, a former NFL 
defensive tackle and now an 
agent. It came In testimony 
during a New York state sen¬ 
ate committee hearing on 
crime. 

Asked by the committee 
who Slusher is, Dotson 
grinned. 

“He is an agent,” he re¬ 
plied—under oath. “Unoffi¬ 
cially, if a player Is repre¬ 
sented by Slusher, NFL 
teams won’t draft him. 
Teams don't mind contract 
hassles but they want the 
players in camp." 

Among Slusher's past or 
present clients are offensive 
linemen John Hannah and 
Leon Gray of New England 


Patriots, defensive lineman 
John Dutton of Baltimore 
Colts, quarterback Dan Fouts 
of San Diego Chargers and 
placeklcker Tom Skladany. 

All staged holdouts of vary¬ 
ing lengths last season. In 
fact, Skladany. a rookie out of 
Ohio State drafted by Cleve¬ 
land, never signed with the 
Browns. 

Some team bosses, Browns 
president Art Modell among 
them, have said—or suggest¬ 
ed, at least—that based on 
past problems they might 
take a long, hard look at 
whether to draft any of 
Slusher’s players. 

But as to the idea that there 
might be a concerted effort 
around the league to boycott 
those players, there was 
nothing but denials—includ¬ 
ing one from Slusher himself. 

“Obviously from the past it 
hasn’t btfen true and I 
wouldn't expect it to be true 
In the future,” he said. 

‘T’ve represented over 50 
players who have been draft¬ 
ed—Lynn Swann with the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, Randy 


White with the Dallas Cow¬ 
boys. Sam Cunningham with 
the New England Patriots, 
Steve Schindler with the Den¬ 
ver Broncos, Joe Campbell 
with the New Orleans Saints. 

And Slusher said those 
players and clubs had no 
problems coming to contract 
terms. 

Don Weiss, executive 
director of the league, said 
the Idea of a blacklist is “sim¬ 
ply not true," and left it at 
that. 

"We just got through deal¬ 
ing with Slusher," Chargers 
general manager John Sand¬ 
ers said, referring to Fouts’ 
recent signing. “A player has 
a right to choose his repre¬ 
sentative. And whoever he 
chooses, we deal with him." 

Dan Rooney, president of 
the Steelers, called Dotson's 
remarks “without founda¬ 
tion.’’ 

“He's not an easy guy to 
deal with all the time, but 
he's never held any players 
out on us," Rooney added. “I 
think he tries to represent his 


players to the best of his abili¬ 
ty.”

Jockey hurt in spill 


BALTIMORE (AP) — 
Jockey John Adams, injured 
in a spectacular spill at 
Bowie Race Course, re¬ 
mained In critical condition 
Friday at University Hospital 
but was given a good progno¬ 
sis by doctors. . 

A Bowie spokesman said 
Adams, a third generation 
rider and grandson of Hall of 
Fame Jockey Johnny Adams, 
suffered two broken ribs and 
a punctured lung but Internal 
bleeding had stopped. 

The 22-year-old Jockey un¬ 
derwent three hours of sur¬ 
gery after being flown by hel¬ 
icopter some 25 miles (42 
kilometres) to the hospital’s 
shock trauma unit on Thurs¬ 
day. 


Adams, the third-leading 
rider at Bowie's meet, bad 
won two races on Thursday’s 
card and was leading the 10th 
race with Po Sho when the 
filly fell while leaving the 
backstretch. 

Po Sho, which suffered two 
fractured legs and was later 
destroyed, appeared to fall 
over Adams. Miss Pung 
Jeun. running about fifth at 
the time, had to be checked 
sharply and jockey Fred Hut¬ 
ton was unseated when his 
mount hit the rail. 

Hutton escaped serious In¬ 
jury and veteran Bill Pass- 
more was struck on the back 
by Po Sho’s legs as he rode 
past aboard Delaware Cross¬ 
ing.

ATLANTA, Ga (AP) — 
Flu and pneumonia killed 865 
persons in 121 U.S. cities dur¬ 
ing the last week in Jan¬ 
uary — 66 per cent more than 
the normal total for this time 
of year, the centre for Dis¬ 
ease Control reported Fri¬ 
day. 

The CDC said In its weekly 
report that this year's flu epi¬ 
demic is widespread over 
half the United States and 
increasing in 20 states. Okla¬ 
homa was the only state re¬ 
porting no flu cases. 

In the 121 selected cities, 
the CDC said. 521 deaths from 
flu or pneumonia would be 
considered average during 
the one-week period. 

The Russian flu—a-USSR— 
was confirmed by laboratory 
tests only at a high school In 
Cheyenne, Wyo. However, 
said CDC spokesman Don 
Berreth, “because of the na¬ 
ture of flu, you would expect 
that if it is there, it is in other 
parts of the country." 

The Russian variety, like 
other types of flu. is charac¬ 
terized by fever, muscle 
ache, cough and headache. 
Absenteeism in the high 
school reached 60 per cent, 
because of a variety of flu 
strains, the CDC said in its 
report. 

A-Victoria and A-Texas flu 
continue to be reported 
across two-thirds of the coun¬ 
try. Various type-A flu infec¬ 
tions have been confirmed in 
44 states, the District of Co¬ 
lumbia (Washington) and 
Puerto Rico, the CDC said. 

States with reports of wide¬ 
spread flu include Maine, 


New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Florida, Illinois^ Indiana. 
Michigan. Wisconsin and 
Alaska. 

Flu was decreasing in 
Pennsylvania and New York 
but on the increase in Michi¬ 
gan, the Dakotas and Alaska. 


BRISBANE, Australia 
(AP) — Premier John 
Bjelke-Petersen, a lay 
preacher who led prayers for 
rain to break the state’s 
worst drought last month, 
turned down a request today 
to pray again to make it stop 
raining. 

’‘Everybody should be 
thankful that God has broken 
the drought throughout north 
Queensland,” the head of the 
state government said. 

“It is phenomenal that the 
rain has caused such benefits 
to the entire state when the 
situation was so desperate 
just a few weeks ago.” 

Mayor Rex Pilbeam of 
Rockhampton made the re¬ 
quest and said his city “has 
seen enough rain to last for 
months.” 

“I've been praying for the 
rain lo stop, but it looks as 
though the premier his a 
direct line.” 

The northwest monsoon 
started Sunday, bringing rec¬ 
ord rainfalls all over Queens¬ 
land. Rivers overflowed and 
people have been rescued 
from flooded areas.

BOSTON. Mass. — Charles 
Dickens once wrote that 
cities were places where "na¬ 
ture was as strongly bricked 
out as killing girs and gases 
were bricked in." 


Similarly, George Orwell 
drew a bleak picture of Lon¬ 
don six years hence when he 
wrote: "Though the sun was 
shining and the sky a harsh 
blue, there seemed to be no 
color in anything.” 



Today, cities are renowned 
for their crime, grime, and 
impersonality. But there are 
people who with a little paint 
are trying to make our urban 
areas more attractive places 
to work and live. Such a 
group is City Walls, Inc., 
whose artists use the walls of 
factories, office buildings, 
and tenement rows to paint 
on 

With its colorful, abstract 
designs and architectural fa¬ 
cades, City Walls transforms 
once stark, unattractive 
building faces into arresting 
works of art. 


Since it began painting 111 
years ago, the New York 
Citv-based group has embel¬ 
lished more than 50 walls in 
that city alone. It has also 
collaborated with wall artists 
to produce works in Boston, 
Philadelphia. Chicago. San 
Francisco, Tokyo. Paris, 
London, and Tel Aviv, Israel. 

"We've worked in almost 
every state In the country," 
says Doris Freedman, presi¬ 
dent of the organization. 
"People from all over the 
world call or write us ex¬ 
pressing delight and interest 
in our wall paintings. 


City Walls hopes that by 
adding a colorful dimension 
to dreary, dismal sections of 
cities it will encourage other 
improvements In the commu¬ 
nity, such as renovation. 

"I'm concerned about peo¬ 
ple and how we live on this 
planet," says Mrs. Freed¬ 
man. "I think the world can 
be made a much better place 
to be in with these wall paint¬ 
ings.” 

Others agree strongly. A 
woman who lives near the 
Boston Architectural Center 
spoke of a mural there: "The 
painting makes the neighbor¬ 


hood seem much brighter and 
alive. It makes me feel good 
when I see it.’ 

Unlike Orwel. Doris Freed 
man has a brighter outlook 
for 1984: “Our children will 
be growing up in cities, but 
think of all the art that will be 
around them! ”

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Fashion f attitude ’ 


Formless look in

NEW YORK, N.Y. — A “let 
clothes be unconfined” move¬ 
ment is under way. 

Spring/summer fashions 
are larger, looser, and light¬ 
er, made of airier fabrics, in 
paler colors, and with round¬ 
ed contours. Blousey tops, 
commodious skirts, and ca¬ 
pacious tent dresses are the 
lop of the fashion news. 

Many of the soft, thin, 
layered styles that fluttered 
down the runways during re 
cent advance showings have 
no shape of their own. Limp 
and formless, lacking what 
store people call ‘hanger ap¬ 
peal,” they are so amorphous 
that some observers, hard 
/put to describe the clothes, 
are terming them a fashion 
“attitude" or "atmosphere." 

It’» quite a change—one 
that will eventually affect 
everybody’s dress — but no 
one can say it has been sud¬ 
den. In the way fashion volu¬ 
tions tend to progress, this 
shift from close fit to ample 
proportions has been coming 
about gradually. 

Back there, even before 
Yves Saint Laurent started 
his peasant revolution 
(which, with its gathered tops 
and full skirts, put the brakes 
on the vogue for tight tailor¬ 
ing), European ready-to- 
wear was well into larger di¬ 
mensions At the same time, 
Geoffrey Beene, leader of the 
American school of longer. 


more fluid styles, had shifted 
into the Big Look. 

The only U.S. designer to 
date to have successfully ex 
hibited, produced, and sold 
his clothes in Europe as well 
as America. Beene (whose 
fashions are manufactured in 
Turin, Italy, for the continen¬ 
tal market) has had a re¬ 
markable reception abroad. 

Copies of his clothes are 
proliferating in Italy and 
France, creating a turn¬ 
-around situation where, for 
"the first time, Europe Is lift 
ing ideas from an America. 
The exchange has tradition¬ 
ally worked the other way. 

Beene’s roomy, formless 
look is now the going trend on 
the American market. Such 
stalwarts of classic sports¬ 
wear as Ralph Lauren and 
Calvin Klein have completely 
bypassed strict tailoring for 
soft and loose styles. The new 
Anne Klein separates are big 
and baggy. All three houses 
have kissed the blazer look 
good bve. 

W hat now passes for a blaz¬ 
er is a boxy unlined jacket of 
linen, flannel, or crepe de 
chine with a rolled shawl col¬ 
lar and sleeves that, like as 
not, are worn casnally 
pushed up to the elbow. Often 
as not, the jacket Is cropped 
at the waist, to give le- 
bcnsraum for the newest full 
skirts. 

The fabrics are diametric 
opposites of menswear suit¬ 
ings. Beene’s slouchy over¬ 


blouses and quilt-front jack¬ 
ets are of striped silk shirt¬ 
ing, his baby blue and gray 
separates of sheer cotton 
voile, and his new evening 
material is a chiffon-weight 
pebbly-surfaced silk. 

Calvin Klein's chief print is 
a tiny rose on cream repe de 
chine. Soft suede, unstarched 
linen, silk and cotton jac¬ 
quards, and the light crepe- 
backed satin known as 
"charmeuse” run all through 
his collection, which is com¬ 
posed mostly of interchange¬ 
able parts that work around 
the clock, for ease, comfort, 
and convenience in dress. 

At John Anthony, another 
designer onge known for his 
tailoring, almost everything 
Is in tones of pink — from 
powdery pastel to wood rose. 
None of his flowing kimono 
cift styles is lined and nothing 
has the usual hem. Anthony 
has adopted the picot-edge 
finish pioneered by Paris de¬ 
signer Karl Lagerfeld, and it 
gives the clothes a weightless 
air. 

The conventional fasten¬ 
ings — buttons, snaps, and 
hooks and eyes — are conspi¬ 
cuously absent. The sheer, 
shapeless, flowing look has a 
tendency to move around a 
lot, which is supposed to be 
part of its casual charm, but

it is kept more or less under 
control by means of draw¬ 
strings, ties, and sash-wraps. 

There's a ruffle here and 
there — even Halston, advo¬ 
cate of stark simplicity, has 
added bias ruffles to the silk 
t repe tunfcs with petal shape 
hems that he shows with skin¬ 
ny evening trousers. 

Some spring/summer 


styles — like the aproned and 
layered skirts over petticoats 
— are positively bucolic. But 
aside from such examples of 
pastoral charm, the rules are 
plenty of yardage, and easy, 
no-frllls elegance — with cla- 
sic tailoring banished to the 
haberdasher's and earthy 
peasantry returned to the 
hills.

What herbs should the well 
slocked garden grow? 

That depends on your brand 
or cooking. If you stay with 
fairly standard fare, branch¬ 
ing out perhaps into Italian 
and Mexican foods, the list 
can be fairly short. 

But If Indian or Middle 
Eastern cuisine is on your 
menu, the list lengthens. 

Here are some basics you 
can grow, with their common 
uses: 

• Basil. Used In tomato 
dishes, soups, stews, sauces, 
salads and on meats, fish and 
poultry, this is one of the 
standard herbs of Italian 
rooking. It’s a hardy peren¬ 
nial. too, so a good choice for 
the herb gardener. It's also 
supposed to repel flies from 
the garden. 

• Anise. The seeds flavor 
cakes, candies, breads, 
soups, stews and fruits. An 
annual, the seeds are gath 
ered and stored. 

• Caraway. An annual. Its 
seeds flavor rye breads and 
crackers, soups, salads, ap¬ 
ple pie and sauerkraut. Use 
the leaves in vegetable 
dishes, roast pork and cheese. 

• Coriander or cilantro. 
This is a standard whose 
leaves are used in Mexican, 
Indian and Oriental cooking. 
It’s an annual, and thd seeds 
can be round, to flavor cook¬ 
ies, pastries, salads, ground 
meats and cooked fruits. 
Whole seeds are used in pick- 

ling- hi 

• Dill. Use the leaves in 
tuna and chicken salads: the 
seeds in pies, breads, pickles, 
soups, and many other dishes. 
It's an annual. 

• Fennel. Like celery, it's 
rooked as a vegetable, and 
also is used in salads, and 
with seafoods. The seeds are 
used in hot breads, spiced 
beets and sauerkraut. It’s a 
perennial, and the dried, pow - 
dered leaves are said to be a 
flea repellent. 

• Mint. There are several 
varieties of mint, some of 
which can take over the gar 
den, so you may want to put 
them in pots. They’re used in 
jellies, custards, desserts of 
all kinds, and with lamb. Most 
are perennials. 

• Oregano. Another fa 
vorlte herb of. Italian and 
Mexican cooking, this peren 
nial Is easy to grow. It flavors 
meats, fish, game poultry, 
stews, vegetables (especially 
tomatoes) and sauces. 

• Onion. This whole fami¬ 
ly Is easy to grow and pre¬ 
serve. 6(Jiives, garlic, leeks. 


shallots and society garlic all 
are members of the onioa 
family, and are perennials. 

• Parsley. As a garnish or 
seasoning, this is an attrac¬ 
tive, as well as useful, garden 
plant. Italian parsley has a 
slightly stronger flavor than 
others. It’s a biennial, grow¬ 
ing two years. 

• Rosemary. There are 
many varieties, some grow¬ 
ing as tall as five feet. This is 
a favorite herb in many meat 
dishes, sauces and stews — 
particularly used with chick¬ 
en. It's a perennial, and sev¬ 
eral varieties have pretty 
blue flowers. 

• Sage. These offer sever¬ 
al flower colors, and are 
easily grown perennials. Sage 
goes into soups, stews, stuff¬ 
ings, sausage, meats, poultry, 
pork, beans and many other 
dishes. 

• Tarragon. Hiisperennl 
al is excellent as a flavoring 
for vinegar. It also is used in 
fish sauces, salads, beef and 
poultry dishes. 

• Thyme. A popular sea¬ 
soning for meat, fish, gravies 
and other dishes, this peren¬ 
nial also is grown in several 
varieties. 

If you want to try a really 
unusual herb garden, grow 
several varieties of geran¬ 
ium. With this one family of 
plants you can have flavors of 
apricots, coconuts, ginger, 
peppermint, lemon, lime, nut¬ 
meg and rose. 

Recipes using garden-fresh 
herbs follow.

Dear Dr. Tfcostesaa: Can 
anemia affect an angina con¬ 
dition? - A.K. , 

Yes, Indirectly. Angina is 
pain from insufficient blood 
supply (oxygen) to the mus¬ 
cles of the heart. This defi¬ 
ciency, which is usually spo¬ 
radic as at times of extra 
stress, can be aggravated by 
Mood that is deficient in red 
cells (which carry oxygen). 

Mrs. F.S. asks. In another 
letter, if oxygen is ever need¬ 
ed for at) angina patient. The 
answer: not usually. Medi¬ 
cines that Increase blood sup¬ 
ply (as nitroglycerine) usual¬ 
ly suffice. In severe cases, 
outside oxygen may be re¬ 
quired to forstall a heart at¬ 
tack. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 

three-year-old son’s feet 
were burned when he was a 
year and a half old. About six 
months ago he started wak¬ 
ing up al night crying and 
holding his feet, saying that 
they hurt. He won’t let us 
touch them. Do you think this 
could be related to his bums 
or could they possibly be 
growing pains? He doesn't do 
it every night. — Mrs. A.K. 

It is difficult to comment 
without knowing the type and 
extent of bum the boy had. If 
it was superficial, the effects 
should have disappeared 
rather shortly after treat-

ment. Deeper burns may 
have affected underlying tis¬ 
sue, causing symptoms. His 
doctor should be able to tell 
you about this, and the boy 
should be seen, especially if 
he has trouble walking. 

Another possibility is a psy¬ 
chological reaction as a 
nightmare episode. Does he 


allow the doctor to touch his 
feet? Since you say he doesn't 
complain every night, I sus¬ 
pect psychological factors, 
but suggest you have him ex¬ 
amined anyway.

Because 1 garden for fun rather than 
for profit, I must confess that most of 
my gardening operations are a bit on 
the haphazard side — so much so, in 
fact, that my neighbor Ernie uses the 
word “shiftless” in describing my rou¬ 
tines. He could be right, for there are a 
lot of sprayings and dustings and cultl-. 
vations recommended in the garden 
books that never seem to get done in our 
garden, for I can usually think of some 
thing more interesting to do when these 
dull chores are due. 

By sad experience, though, I have 
learned that two of these preventive 
measures are not just a lot of book 
theory, but are absolutely essential. So. 
come hell or high water, the peach tree 
gets sprayed against the leaf-curl dis¬ 
ease and the peonies are watched over 
like a hawk when their little red noses 
come pushing through the soil surface. I 
have already given you the dope on 
peach leaf-curl spraying, so today I 
think we had better have a chat about 
the botrytis disease of peonies. 

This infection Is becoming Increas 
Ingly common hereabouts, and every 
summer 1 get literally hundreds of let¬ 
ters reporting failure of the peonies to 
bloom. As there are no early-warning 
symptoms, there is no way of knowing 
whether your plants are infected or not 


until the flower buds dry up and fall off. 

The plants start off in fine fettle in 
the spring, making vigorous and ap¬ 
parently healthy growth. Flower buds 
are formed in due course and start )o 
swell normally, but when they get to be 
about the size of a marble, something 
goes wrong. The buds grow no bigger, 
and after hanging fire for a week or two 
in an infuriating way. they simply dry 
up and lum brown. And of course there 
are no flowers. 

Botrytis is a fungus Infection, and 
fortunately it never attacks the roots of 
our peonies. The disease spores spend 
the winter on the base of the old stems, 
usually low down near soil level, and in 
the spring they re infect the new young 
shoots as they come pushing through the 
soil surface. 

Fungus diseases in plants are hard to 
cure but fairly easy to prevent, and as 
your peonies have to “catch" botrytis 
all over again every spring, we have an 
excellent chance of exercising preven¬ 
tive measures. 

The first thing to be done is house 
clean the soil, making sure the surface 
around the peonies is as clean as your 
kitchen floor. Any of last year's dead 
stems should be cut down slightly below 
the soil surface, and together with 
twigs, fallen leaves and other litter. 


they should be consigned to the incln 
erator. 

During this clean up. you may ac 
tually see the disease in the form ol 
sooty black patches on this rubbish, but 
it isn’t safe to assume your plants are 
clean just because the infection hasn't 
taken on a visible form. 

Follow this up by giving your peonies 
a square meal. While ordinary flower 
fertilizers will serve adequately. I don't 
know of anything better for the peony 
tribe than a mixture of equal parts bone 
meal and wood ashes. If there are bits ol 
charred wood and charcoal in the ashes, 
so much the better. Each plant will take 
four cupfuls of the mixture, scratching 
it into the soil surface around the out 
side perimeter of the clump. 

With the peony beds religiouslyhou- 
set-leaned and the plants fed a high 
potash diet to increase their disease 
resistance, the final move is to spray the 
emerging shoots and the surrounding 
soil with a mild household disinfectant 
to kill off any disease spores which ma.v 
have escaped our attention 

I don't think it matters too much just 
what particular brand of disinfectant 
you use. I have tried Creolin, Creocide.* 
Jeyes Fluid, Lysol and Dettol. two table 
spoonfuls per gallon of water, with 
equally satisfactory results.

A business writer in the 
New York Times has just re¬ 
minded the world of the de¬ 
mise of Micrin mouthwash 
How soon we forget! "Mi¬ 
crin Blue.” as it was affec 
tionately known, was once on 
the lips—to say nothing of the 
burned palates—of millions 
of Americans. 

The rise and fall of Micrin 
makes a fascinating story. 
How does one squirt to the top 
of the Mouthwash Empire? 
How does one get toppled and 
become as forgettable as yes¬ 
terday's bad breath? Mouth 
wash, to put it a bit unroman 
tically, is an inexpensive mix 
of water (lots of water), alco¬ 
hol, and glycerine, with a 
pinch of flavoring and a 
smidgin of color. Why should 
a person buy one brand of 
mouthwash rather than an¬ 
other? Why should a person 
buy mouthwash at all? 

"Here, of course, is where 
the romance comes in. 

About $1.1 billion a year Is 
spent persuading the North 
American public that they 
ought to gargle, that they 
have to gargle, and that only 
one brand of gargle will do. in 
the Yo-Yo game of fear-and

It packaged it¬ 
self in an apothecary bottle, 
colored itself a "scientific” 
blue—and spent $15 million a 
year in advertising to intro¬ 
duce itself back in the ’ 60 s 
The new gargle in town was. 
at first, a sloshing success. 
But while others—in green, 
in red, in sultry amber—went 
on to become “the mouth 
wash for lovers" (as one pul 
it), or at least the mouthwash 
lo save vnur job, Micrin was 


left lonely and blue: the loser 
in the test tube. 

Nobody except a stockhold 
er should care about a dead 
mouthwash, you may say. 
But out of Micrin’s failure 
comes a picture of the real- 
politic of mouthwash—and a 
lot of other politics as well. 
Who. for instance, told Mi¬ 
crin to color itsejf blue? The 
Louis Harris public opinion 
poll, it turns out. 

The Micrin scene, we may 
safely assume, was also full 
of market researching sociol 
ogists and motivational psy¬ 
chologists—the people who 
can predict how the shape of 
a bottleneck and the reso 
nance of a brand name will 
affect "youth" or "women” 
or any other customer neatly 
classifiable by age, sex, race, 
or income. 

The point Is, aren't these 
the very same gurus who— 
when the subject switches 
from mouthwash—can be 
found advising politicians 
what to color themselves on 
the Panama Canal issue, and 
where their voter "market" 
is strongest, and just how to 

package” and “style” 
themselves to create an elec 


tion-day “product-prefer¬ 
ence" where no substantive 
difference may exist? 

Must all of life become?* 
pucker-power game? Wash 
out our mouth with red. 
white, and blue mouthwashes 
for thinking such thoughts!

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CRTC preparing for vote 


OTTAWA (CP) — In pre 
paration for the next general 
election, expected in the 
spring, new ground rules for 
broadcasting federal cam¬ 
paign messages were an¬ 
nounced Thursday by the Ca¬ 
nadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission. 

“We have to be ready if 
there is an election in the 
spring," said Charles Tier¬ 
ney, a member of the CRTC 
election committee. 


Each radio and television 
station, together with its net¬ 
work, will have to make 
available hours of paid 
prime time to registered 
political parties during the 
election campaign. 

Previously, each station 
could decide if It would 
broadcast campaign mes¬ 
sages, Tierney said. 

As well, the ban on broad¬ 
casting editorials and com¬ 
mentaries about the election 


on the eve of the day prior to 
polling has been lifted. 

But it is still against the law 
to broadcast paid political an¬ 
nouncements on those days. 

For the first time, a limit 
has been set on when parties 
can start broadcasting their 
election ads. he said. No ads 
are allowed more than 29 
days before polling day. 

Another change gives re¬ 
gistered political parties the 
right to tell radio and TV 
stations when political mes¬ 


sages should be run, Tierney 
said. If necessary, the sta¬ 
tions will be obligated to 
bump regular commercials 
for a political ad under the 
new rules. 

The changes, the CRTC 
said, were adopted following 
amendments to the Election 
Expenses Act last year, 
which limited the amount of' 
money candidates could 
spend on campaigns and set 
down rules for disclosure of 
campaign contributions. 


This prohibits broadc a sters 
from accepting political ad 
vertising from anyone other 
than registered political par 
ties and their registered 
agents.

U.S.-Viet flap: Envoy refuses to go 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - 
The United States and Viet¬ 
nam were locked In a diplo¬ 
matic tussle Friday as Viet¬ 
nam's UN ambassador de¬ 
clared he would defy a U.S. 
expulsion order served after 
he was named in a spying 
case. 

Ambassador Dlnh Ba Thi. 
the first, UN mission chief 
ever asked to leave the Unit¬ 
ed States, announced in New 
York that the expulsion was 
"totally unacceptable" and 
that he would continue to 
carry out his duties. 


The statement came five 
hours after the U.S. state de¬ 
partment declared him per¬ 
sona non grata. 

Officials in Washington im¬ 
mediately studied possible 
actions to enforce the expul¬ 
sion, which was decided at 
the level of State Secretary 
Cyrus Vance. 

They said they do not re¬ 
gard Thi's statement as a 
formal reply to the note of 
expulsion. 

A state department spokes¬ 
man said: “We requested 


him to leave and we assume 
that he will do so." 

The Vietnam statement 
said the U.S. charge against 
Thi is a fabrication and at¬ 
tempt to slander the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam. 

Vietnam categorically re¬ 
jected this "blatant action, 
which is detrimental to the 
normalization of relations be¬ 
tween” thetwo countries, the 
statement said. 

"The fact that the U.S. 
government invented most 
brazen pretexts to compel 
Ambassador Dinh Ba Thi to 


leave the United States is an 
action completely contrary to 
the charter of the United 
Nations and the headquarters 
agreement between the Unit¬ 
ed Nations and the United 
States," it went on. 

"For these reasons. Am¬ 
bassador Din Ba Thi will con¬ 
tinue to carry out normally 
his duty as the representative 
of the Socialist Republic of 
Viet Nam to the United Na¬ 
tions.” 

The statement ended with 
an appeal to representatives 
of member states, in the in¬ 


terests of safegparding the 
charter and of justice, “to 
condemn this blatant, illegal 
action of the U.S. govern¬ 
ment and lend strong support 
to the correct stand of Viet 
Nam In this question." 

Representatives of Com¬ 
munist countries conferred 
behind closed doors Friday 
night to consider the U.S.

members.

An apparently surprised 
Blais, just two days in the 
solicitor-general's portfolio, 
later said he was merely try¬ 
ing to follow the practice of 
his predecessor, Francis 
Fox — and he would immedi¬ 
ately attempt to find out what 
practice Fox did follow. 

Blais was accused of de¬ 
grading and gagging Parlia¬ 
ment. making MPs impotent, 
stonewalling, reducing Com¬ 
mons proceedings to a trav¬ 
esty and starting his new job 
in a dangerous direction. 

Progressive Conservative 
MPs said Blais had created a 
modem Black Friday, a ref¬ 


erence to a the bitter day in 
1956 when the CCF (now 
NDP) lost a fight to stop pipe¬ 
line legislation in circum¬ 
stances they considered un¬ 
fair. 

Ironically, moments after 
the uproar. Deputy Prime 
Minister Allan MacEachen 
tabled legislation governing 
construction of a northern 
gas pipeline. 

Allan Lawrence (PC- 
Northumberland-Durham), 
former Ontario attorney-gen¬ 
eral who asked Commons 
Speaker James Jerome to 
rule on the opposition com¬ 
plaints, said if Blais plans to 
continue to refuse comment 
on evidence before the RCMP 
inquiries “then he'd better 
resign.” 

“It reduces the proceed¬ 
ings of this House to a traves¬ 
ty, to a state of impotency on 


an important political mat¬ 
ter,” Lawrence said. 

MacEachen defended 
Blais, saying the government 
agrees with his position. He 
accused critics of attempting 
to turn the Commons from “a 
purely political theatre into a 
judicial inquiry.” 

Stuart Leggatt (NDP-New 
Westminster) who prompted 
the replies from Blais which 
sparked the criticism, said 
the new minister “has de¬ 
graded the Parliamentary 
process to an incredible de¬ 
gree." 

Leggatt had asked Blais to 
comment on contradictions 
between RCMP testimony to 
the royal commission and 
statements by Prime Minis¬ 
ter Trudeau and Fox on ille¬ 
gal mail opening by the police 
force. Trudeau and Fox said

Hundreds of restaurant and hotel employees have taken 
the provincial government’s hospitality course since It was 
introduced more than four months ago, but only a few 
have received their certificates. 

Helen Beirnes, a former Victoria alderman who designed 
the course for the government, said she Is besieged every day 
by people who have taken the course and demand their 
certificates. 

She said this "couidn't-care-less" attitude on the part of 
the government, particularly Tourism Minister Grace 
McCarthy, prompted her to resign from her Job as eo-or- 
dinator of the hospitality program soon after it was launched. 

Mrs. Beirnes said more than 600 people had taken the 
two-day course when she quit, but only about 70 graduates in 
Prince George ever received their certificates. 

When those certificates were presented, she said, "the 
queen" (Mrs. McCarthy) decided that they weren’t printed

on the right paper. And ever since then, nothing had 
happened. 

“In Victoria alone, more than a hundred people took the 
course and they never heard a thing from the government," 
she said. 

Mrs. Beirnes said when she agreed to accept the 
assignment, not as a government employee but on an 
open-ended contract, she really believed Mrs. McCarthy 
wanted to help the tourist industry improve its Image. 

“But I was taken in. AH she was interested in was her 
political Image. It’s all up-front with nothing to back it up," 
she said. 

She said in the beginning Mrs. McCarthy had stressed the 
importance of the certificate. 

"She told the Industry that the certificate would be the 
criterion of a good and well-trained employee in the future.”

Mrs. Beirnes said she might be accused of bearing a 
grudge, but added that all she was Interested in was the 
effectiveness of the program which she put together. 

The extreme difficulties under which she would have to 
work, she said, became obvious the day she started. There 
wasn’t a filing cabinet and it took weeks before she 
got a secretary. 

She never received any definite funding for the program, 
she said and when she was asked if she wanted to be a 
full-time government employee, she decided it was time to 
get out.

Four-death crash 
called accidental 


NANAIMO — An expenditure of about $370,000 
has been approved by city council here for repairs to 
the Bastion Street Bridge. 

The bridge, which was found to be in a deteriorat¬ 
ed condition last year, connects downtown Nanaimo 
with scores of business and professional offices across 
what once was known as the Ravine, a filled-in arm of 
the sea. 

Council approved proceeding with alternative of 
the Associated Engineering Services Report, estimat¬ 
ed to cost about $366,630. 

Plans for the repairs now will be prepared and 
tenders called, with the project returning for council’s 
approval before awarding of tenders. 

The city was forced to put a load and speed limit 
on the bridge, when the poor state of the structure was 
discovered. 

In other traffic-related business, the council ap- - 
proved preparation for a referendum for downtown ' 
area ratepayers to provide more parking in the city’s 
core. 

The parking proposal, endorsed by the downtown 
parking commission and the City Centre Association, 
would provide 250 more spaces with a deck on the 
existing Gordon Street Parkade and 196 spaces by 
completion of the Bastion Street Parkade. 

Also included in the plan are covered walkways 
leading from the Gordon Street Parkade and pur¬ 
chase of the Front Street parking area south of the 
Courthouse.

It has been estimated that the project would cost 
downtown property owners about 18.87 mills. 

City hall staff was authorized to make prepara¬ 
tions for a referendum on the project. 

A request by the British Columbia Development 
Corporation, for temporary closure of Duke Point 
Road, was also granted. 

BCDC said that they wanted to close the road 
while clearing goes on at the site of the proposed 
multi-million dollar Duke Point port and industrial 
project. 

This work should be done by the end of March, 
BCDC said, and by then the corporation will file a 
subdivision plan showing proposed roads for the 
project. 

A report, by city administrator Ted Chace, on 
proposed water supply for the Duke Point develop¬ 
ment, has been accepted by the Greater Nanaimo 
Water District and passed on to city council for study. 

Chace’s report studied tax gains to the city from 
the proposed development in relation to cost for water 
supply to Duke Point. 

The water lines were estimated to cost $14.8 
million, with annual debt charges of $1.2 million. 
Provincial contribution would reduce the annual 
charge to the city to $320,050, Chace said. ’ 

He estimated tax revenue from the project to be 
about $350,000, based on conservtive estimates of the 
value of the project of $70 million. 

Aldermen also -approved starting negotiations 
with developers of the Country Club Plaza shopping 
centre, for an agreement to provide services to the 
centre planned for the corner of the Island Highway 
and Norwell Drive, on the north side of the city. 

The public works department told council that 
costs directly attributable to the project, including 
storm sewers, sanitary sewers, road works and water 
line upgrading would run to almost $300,000. 

It was recommended that the developer pay $199,- 
500 of these costs and the city $80,500. 

The public works staff was authorized to discuss 
the proposal with the developer.

RCMP assured 
of new quarters 

COURTENAY - Courtenay RCMP, the new subdivi¬ 
sion and other support services will be housed In new 
quarters within an approximate two-year period. 

RCMP subdivision officials announced that the federal 
public works has exercised its option to purchase pro¬ 
perty on Ryan Road, where the new quarters will be con¬ 
structed. 

The property on Ryan Is located next to the Eagles 
Hall on two acres of land. The property was purchased from 
Ed Leakey. No price was announced. 

Staff Sgt. J.J. O'Reilly of the subdivion said designs 
will now be sought and when a suitable design has been 
chosen tenders will be called. He estimated construction 
could begin within a year and occupancy within an 18- 
month period. 

Hr said In addition to housing subdivision and the local 
RCMP detachment, the new building will also house any 
suport services such as Identification and a dogmaster 
and dog, if those additional services are provided for the 
Courtenay area. 

The site for a new RCMP headquarters has been a 
somewhat-controversial topic with residents of the Back 
Road, a short distance away from the present site, 
voicing very vocal oppositon to having the new building 
located near the residential area. 


The inquest heard evidence from Charles Baltzer 
of Mount Erskine Road, that the day was foggy and 
there was a cloud ceiling of 75 to 100 feet. 

He and his family had heard a small aircraft cir¬ 
cling overhead, Baltzer said.

He had gone to Collins Road, on the northwest¬ 
ern side of the island, where a search party was 
organized. Jorgensen found the wreckage of the plane 
about 200 feet above the road. He could find no signs of 
life in the four people at the crash site. 

A statement taken in December from Mrs. John 
Zerk, wife of the pilot, said that her husband had 
taken off from Cassidy Airport Nov. 25. Weather 
conditions had been poor over Nanaimo and he 
had taken off to see if there was any improvement 
elsewhere. Over Ladysmith he had found conditions 
to be better and decided to proceed to Seattle. He had 
not consumed any liquor that day before he left, said 
the statement. 

A report on an autopsy done on John Zerk said 
that no trace of alcohol or drugs had been found in his 
body: He had suffered multiple abrasions, fractures 
and ruptures. 

A statement from the ministry of transport said 
" that the plane had taken off from Cassidy at 1 p.m. 
and at 3:04 had contacted Nanaimo to advise the 
party was proceeding to Seattle. John Zerk lad 650 
hours of flying time, 150 of them in the plane that 
went down on Salt Spring. No evidence of mechanical 
failure had been found in the wreckage. 

It was the second fatal plane crash on Salt Spring 
Island in one year. Earlier in the year, an RCMP 
officer was killed when the plane he was flying 
crashed on the south end of the island.

Salt Spring showdown 

Strong opposition voiced to school building 


Strong opposition is being voiced on Salt 
Spring Island to the construction of a new ele¬ 
mentary school at Fernwood, near the north end 
of the island. 

Tenders have already been called for the 
building project, which is expected to cost about 
$570,000. Return date for tenders is Tuesday. 

First opposition to the school came from the 
Gulf Islands Teachers’ Association in December 
of last year. Plans for the school call for an 
activity room measuring 50 by 54 feet with a 
ceiling height of 16 feet. Change rooms and 
shower facilities were included in the original 
plans but have been deleted by the minister of 
education. The teachers’ association wants to 
see chajige rooms and showers in the new 
school as well as an increase in ceiling height to 
at least 20 feet. 


At a public meeting in Ganges in December, 
Gulf Islands school board was asked to delay 
construction plans while consideration was 
given to community involvement in financing 
additional space and facilities. It was proposed 
that a referendum be held to obtain the commu¬ 
nity's support. 

On Dec. 15, school trustees decided not to 
delay in order that the school could be completed 
by September. The new school is to accommo¬ 
date 160 elementary and 50 kindergarten stu¬ 
dents and will serve kindergarten to Grade 7. 
Reason for the project is to relieve overcrowded 
conditions at the elementary school in Ganges. 

Last week the recently-formed Fernwood 
Parents Group met to disbuss the project. The 
group charged that the size of the activityroom 
as planned will not be adequate for teaching 


proper gym skills. The feeling was expressed 
that an addition to the existing school at Ganges 
would be a more logical step than building a new 
school in' another area. The school board has 
said, however, that the building inspection de» 
partment of the Capital Regional District would 
not grant a permit to make additions to the 
Ganges school. 

Most recent discussion took place at a spe¬ 
cial school board meeting on Tuesday. 

The board was asked by a delegation from 
the Fernwood group to cancel-its plans for the 
school and put up a primary school in Ganges. A 
petition circulated to 68 people- in the area to be 
served by the Fernwood School collected 50 
signatures from residents opposed to its con¬ 
struction. 


The board was told that factors contributing 
to the opposition were transportation, split class¬ 
rooms, reduced facilities for students, poor loca¬ 
tion and quality of instruction. 

Paul Jenkins outlined the enrolment figures 
for Salt Spring elementary school over the last 
few years and suggested the population was not 
increasing at the rate at which the school board 
believed. , 

The board was asked to reply to the Fern- 
wood parents before making a decision to let a 
tender. Board chairman Ivan Mouat told the 
delegation that their proposal would be given 
consideration by the trustees before tenders 
were opened. 

Next regular board meeting is scheduled for 
Thursday.

TELEVISION, otherwise so mediocre that there arc 
rumors some school children have taken to doing their 
homework, embraced sport enthusiastically because It pro 
vided ready made plot, cast and audience. But television 
couldn't leave a good thing alone, and sport is being 
smotheringly squeezed into the make-believe world of show 
business. 

There is no better example of what that means than 
the build-up for the 12th showing of the extravagantly 
named Super Bowl. Over-long and unimaginative it has to 
rate as one of all-time television bores. Listening to the 
drivel delivered before, during and after the game, and 
watching the people who delivered it. brought back fond 
memories of Danny Blanchfiower, who In his soccer-play ¬ 
ing days was one of the best halfbacks in Britain. 

It’s, 11 years agtf since Blanchfiower. who played al 
Royal Athletic Park for an Irish Football Association team 
in a 1953 international match, had a one-shot experience as 
a U S. television commentator. 

That was in the early days of the North American Soccer 
League, and Blanchfiower. who will ever be remembered by 
Aston Villa fans, was a delight. One of the few great athletes 
who has been able to express himself clearly and knowledge 
ably about his game, he gave viewers the status of being 
able to see what the cameras were showing them and 
commented with an admirable frankness which didn't leave 
the impression he was knocking the game even when it was 
critical. Blanchfiower, never to be mistaken as the Howard 
Cosell of his day. really told it like it was. But television 
cannot relate honesty to a sales pitch, and Blanchflowcr's 
days were numbered from his first telecast. 

It wasn’t long before he was called into a CBS office, 
where a couple of somewhat-embarrassed network officials 
struggled to find a delicate way of telling him he couldn't be 
his own man as a soccer commentator. 

Blanchfiower was told that there were objections to part 
of his comment in the previous game-the part in which he 
pointed out that the St. Louis goalkeeper was responsible for 
a goal because he was out of position. When Blanchfiower 
protested that he was only telling the truth, it was suggested 
that he enuld have declared that the goal was the result of a 
great shot. 

"There are," he was told, “two truths—a positive truth 
and a negative truth We want you to be positive and say ii 
was a good play rather than bad." 

Blanchfiower heard later that some team owners didn't 
like his comments and that high network officials thought 
he was knocking the product they were trying to sell. No 
attention was paid to much appreciative comment about 
Blanchfluwer's commentating, including a New York Times 
review of the first NASL telecast in which John Gould wrote 
that “The game was chiefly noteworthy for the distinctive 
commentary of Danny Blanchfiower " 


DISTINCTIVE describes well Blanchflower s year-later 
Sports Illustrated account of his U.S. television experience 
Ten years may have passed, but the words fit even better 
now than they did then. 

“Sports TV.” said Blanchfiower. "does not have the 
same critical facility as sports journalism. The TV com 
panies are co-promoters. They have to sell the product to 
sponsors and to the viewers. The TV producer fears an 
announcer with a mind of his own. He prefers a mechanical 
idiot who will get him in and out on cue. a sweet-talking 
tape-recorder with the tones of an old fair-grounds barker - 
'Come along foiks...see the greatest show on earth.’ They 
will buy the announcer’s soul and preach to him of two 
truths, and if he can eliminate the negative in his voice he 
will be a joy in producer-land forever 

“TV is an intruder at a sports event, and should always 
be kept in place. It should-not be allowed to change 
important details of the event to suit its own ends. But 
because it is a very presumptuous being, television thinks 
the world belongs to it. 

"In time, television’s attitude can do sport great harm 
It can undermine its values and lead to the worship of false 
idols. As the newspapers once carried news of the sporting 
dream across the land. TV now carries the vision of it to 
every small boy, young and old. A young player can see a 
colorful, moving image of his sporting idol. He has a dear 
picture of what style to mimic. All the coaching in the world 
could not replace that advantage, but the boy must be 
informed of the difference between aimless movement and 
good action. The picture should be given an honest definition 
by the commentary. 

Sport is a wonderfully democratic thing, one of the few 
honorable battlefields left. It is a conflict between good and 
bad. winning and losing, praise and criticism. Us true values 
should be cherished and protected. They do not belong to 
owners of athletic franchises or to TV companies. Any small 
boy. anywhere, who kicks a ball owns a piece of the action 
Everybody enjoys exaggeration and romance in a sporting 
story, but deliberate lying and cheating for profit is some¬ 
thing else." 

And so are Phyllis George. Brent Musberger and In 
Cross. And, of course, Cosell.

U.S. cautioned on soccer changes 


LONDON (AP) — Bobby Moore, the soccer star w ho 
led England to its World Cup triumph in 1966. sounded 
a warning to the men who run the game in the United 
States. 

"They must not change a few rules and turn the 
game into a North American version of soccer," 
Moore said. “In that way they could become isolated 
from the rest of the world.” 

Moore, after a long career in the English League 
with West Ham and Fulham, is back in Britain after a 
spell with San Antonio of the North American Soccer 
League. 

“Soccer has made a lot of progress in the United 
States, but it is not yet realty established there,” he 
said. 

"The crowds do not really understand the game in 
the way it ts understood in Europe. They are a little 
naive. But you go to watch what you like and what you 
enjoy, and clearly the American public is beginning to 
enjoy soccer. 


"It could be a tremendous sport in the United States 
in the future.” 

Moore was talking at a luncheon of the British Sports 
Writers’ Association. 

He said he approved of one innovation In American 
soccer — a rule making It possible for players to be 
offside only within 35 yards of the goal. 

“If that rule was universally adopted it could be a 
good thing for the game," Moore said. 

Under the rules of the World Soccer Federation 
(FIFA), players are ruled offside anywhere In their 
opponents' half of the field. Some teams are accused of 
spoiling the game by exploiting offside tactics — 
deliberating making their opponents offside so that the 
game is being constantly interrupted. 

Moore added: “The danger is that the Americans 
will try more rule changes of this kind, and go to far 
They must not get too far out of line with world rules, if 
they are to have any hope of taking part in world 
soccer in the future."

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - 
The United States and Viet¬ 
nam were locked in a diplo¬ 
matic tussle Friday as Viet¬ 
nam's UN ambassador de¬ 
clared he would defy a U.S. 
expulsion order served after 
lie was named in a spying 
case. 

Ambassador Dinh Ba Thi, 
the first UN mission chief 
ever asked to leave the Unit¬ 
ed States, announced in New 
York that the expulsion was 
“totally unacceptable” and 
that he would continue to 
carry out his duties. 


The statement came five 
hours af(er the U.S. state de¬ 
partment declared him per¬ 
sona non grata. 

Officials in Washington im¬ 
mediately studied possible 
actions to enforce the expul¬ 
sion, which was decided at 
the level of State Secretary 
Cyrus Vance. 

They said they do not re¬ 
gard Thi’s statement as a 
formal reply to the note of 
expulsion. 

A state department spokes¬ 
man said: “We requested 


him to leave and we assume 
that he will do so.” 

The Vietnam statement 
said the U.S. charge against 
Thi is a fabrication and at¬ 
tempt to slander the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam. 

Vietnam categorically re¬ 
jected this "blatant action, 
which is detrimental to the 
normalization of relations be¬ 
tween" the two countries, the 
statement said. 

“The fact that the U.S. 
government invented most 
brazen pretexts to compel 
Ambassador Dinh Ba Thi to 


leave the United States is an 
action completely contrary to 
the charter of the United 
Nations and the headquarters 
agreement between the Unit¬ 
ed Nations and the United 
States," it weVit on. 

"For these reasons, Am¬ 
bassador Din Ba Thi will con¬ 
tinue to carry out normally 
his duty as the representative 
of the Socialist* Republic of 
Viet Nam to the United Na¬ 
tions."

In nearby 
Lavancher rescuers search¬ 
ing for four French vacation¬ 
ers said they had given up 
hope of finding them alive 
alter they were caught in an 
avalanche Thursday. 

In the Italian town of Aosta 
police said a Belgian couple, 
a child and three Italians 
were killed when their cars 
were engulfed in a snowslide 
on a mountain road leading to 
the ski resort of Cervinia. 

In the French Alps, search 
teams looked for two snow¬ 
plow drivers and a young 
girl, missing in snow storms 
since Thursday night. 

Italian police said rescue 
teams dug out two other per¬ 
sons alive on the road. 

In France, four persons 
were killed, two were missing 
and two injured when a 
mountain chalet was swept 
away by a snow fall near the 
winter resort of Chamonix, 
police said. 

In Switzerland, avalances 
blocked roads and railways 
and cut eleetricitiy supplies, 
leaving many people strand¬ 
ed. 

No deaths were reported in 
Switzerland but a train engi¬ 
neer and a passenger were 
badly injured Thursday when 
part of a train left the rails 
and plunged into a ravine 
near the Rhone Valley town 
of Brigue.

Blais stirs storm 
in dodging queries 


OTTAWA (CP)-Canada’s 
new solicitor-general, Jean 
Jacques Blais, stirred up a 
storm of criticism in the 
Commons Friday when he 
brushed off questions about 
judicial inquiries into illegal 
RCMP activities. 

An apparently surprised 
Blais, just two days in the 
solicitor-general’s portfolio, 
later said he was merely try¬ 
ing to follow the practice of 
his predecessor, Francis 
Fox — and he would immedi¬ 
ately attempt to find out what 
practice Fox did follow. 

Blais was accused of de- 
grading.^nd gagging Parlia¬ 
ment, making MPs impotent, 
stonewalling, reducing Com¬ 
mons proceedings to a trav-> 
esty and starting his new job 
in a dangerous direction. 

Progressive Conservative 
MPs said Blais had created a 
modern Black Friday, a ref¬ 


erence to a the bitter day in 
1956 when the CCF (now 
NDP) lost a fight to slop pipe¬ 
line legislation in circum¬ 
stances they considered un¬ 
fair. 

Ironically, moments after 
the uproar. Deputy Prime 
Minister Allan MacEachen 
tabled legislation governing 
construction of a northern 
gas pipeline. 

Allan Lawrence (PC- 
Northumberland-Durham), 
former Ontario attorney-gen¬ 
eral who asked Commons 
Speaker James Jerome to 
rule on the opposition com¬ 
plaints, said if Blais plans to 
continue to refuse comment 
on evidence before the RCMP 
inquiries “then he’d better 
resign.”

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New hospital: ‘Little people’ say get on with job 

Vic General workers speak their mind for the first time

Tliey call them "the little people." 

Individually, they don't have the kind of 
names that give them community promin¬ 
ence. And they don’t command political 
clout. 

You might puss most of them on the street 
without knowing them. - 

JUST SO MANY faceless, nameless people 
blending into the crowd. 

“These are the little people who make an 
old hospital like Victoria General the good 
kind of hospital It Is, and It Is because of their 
concern over the whole question of expand¬ 
ed hospital facilities that they are breaking 
their silence," a Hospital Employees' Union 
source said Friday. 

Until now the verbal tug-of-war over the 
fate of the planned Helmcken Road Hos¬ 
pital has remained pretty much with the 
politicians and the medical profession. It has 
largely been a debate over the merits of going 
ahead at Helmcken with the split hospital 
concept, or staying with the “whole" by 
expanding Victoria General. 

NO ONE SEEMS to have given any thought 
to the people who staff Victoria General, in¬ 


cluding the MO or so In the HEU who tend to 
everything from specialized technical jobs 
and practical nursing, to laundry work, dish¬ 
washing and other chores that are often 
tedious and unattractive but self-satisfying. 

But now they are starting to come out of the 
shadows on their own because of what 
union informants say Is a deep concern for 
proper hospital care and an Impatience 
with those they think are endangering the 
situation by playing politics. 

"They are becoming concerned that the 
question is taking a beating in the press 
and they are on the frontline,” one HEU 
member said. "One day they read that 
Helmcken is a good idea and it's going ahead, 
the next day that it’s bad and that it isn't 
going ahead. 

“They are also concerned from an employ¬ 
ment point of view, but not through any 
fear for their jobs — It's Just the uncertainty 
of knowing where they’re going to work — at 
Helmcken, or at Victoria General in im¬ 
proved facilities. They feel it’s a question 
that has to be answered quickly — not really 
because of employment, but because of hos- 
pl tal ca re itself.” 

THE HOSPITAL employees are entering 


the picture two days after the local labor 
movement made its first official move. But 
sources say there Is no connection; that it is 
simply a coincidence. 

To begin with, it was the Victoria Labor 
Council that made the first thrust Wednes¬ 
day night, and the HEU is no longer affiliated 
with the council. It found Itself on the 
outside of the Canadian Labor Congress, B.C. 
Federation of Labor and various labor coun¬ 
cils several years ago because of its break 
from Its mother union — the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees. 

The HEU, which has grown to more than 
20,000 members — all of them In B.C. — 
said at the time that it was ending what It 
considered a one-sided marriage with CUPE. 
The affiliation, it said, was costing far too 
much for the services rendered. 

Members of HEU at Victoria General say 
they were thinking of speaking out on 
the question long before the labor council 
raised Its voice. 

THE COUNCIL, acting on a motion from 
Immediate past president John Schlbll, de¬ 
cided to press provincial Health Minister 
Robert McClelland for an Immediate start on 
construction at Helmcken Road. It also ex¬ 


pressed sharp criticism of municipal politi- 
cans whom It blamed for putting roadblocks 
in the way of the Helmcken project. 

Construction was to have finally begun this 
month. But the municipalities of Victoria 
and Saanich have both asked for another 
three-month delay because of what they 
say are too many unanswered questions. 

“This has been going on for years and 
years," an HEU spokesman said Friday. 
“Surely everyone has had more than ample 
time for input and the answering of ques¬ 
tions. The time seems to have come to take it 
out of the hands of the politicians and to get It 
moving." 

He said attention should be paid to the 
thoughts of the Victoria General employees 
since they had demonstrated a keen responsi¬ 
bility In the operation of their own hospi¬ 
tal. 

"It Is a very old hospital that operates very 
well because of the devotion and concern of a 
very good staff,” he said. “Ills a hospital run 
by little people devoted to the care of the sick. 
I think it ranks among the best run hospitals 


' in the province. I would want to go there any 
day if I got sick.” 

BUT IT IS NOW a question of either 
building the much-needed Helmcken Road 
hospital, or renovating and enlarging Vic¬ 
toria General, he said. 

“In 1902 there were plans to tear down the 
old wing and replace It with a new one. 
That was IS years ago and nothing has 
happened. Since that time we've got a new 
laundry and new administrative offices. 
There has been an updating of laboratories. 
But in the actual patient areas, nothing has 
been done." 

Some of the HEU members at Victoria 
General blame the Helmcken delay on muni¬ 
cipal politicians “wanting to carve out their 
own little niches,” and doctors who “want to 
have the hospital remain downtown next door 
to their offices.'' 

“Each time we read that something is 
going to happen, then something else hap¬ 
pens to torpedo it," one said. 

“Our people haven’t spoken out before. But 
we are getting fed up with what Is happening. 
Our message now is this: Get on with the 
job.”

Fire chiefs orders add 
to Camosun’s quandary

Saanich fire chief Harold Gains has given Camosun 
College until Feb. 21 to conduct a thorough houseclean¬ 
ing aimed at reducing fire hazards at the college's Lans- 
downe campus. 

In a letter received by college officials Thursday. Gains 
told the college it must keep its hallways and fire exits

clear, put combustible materials in separate buildings, 
and keep only one day’s supply of combustible materials 
in the rooms where they are used. 

The order presents a quandary for college officials and 
students. Among the areas that must be cleaned out are 
student study carrels which, for lack of better space, line 
hallways throughout the campus. Chemicals and equip¬ 
ment in science buildings must also be removed from 
the hallways in which they are stored, and paper used in the 
college's business office, art rooms, and print shop will 
have to be stored elsewhere. 

The problem is that there is nowhere to put them, Camo¬ 
sun science and technology director Jans Diemer said. 

The request “cuts out a lot of learning and study stations, 
because there is simply no other place to put them. If we 
had our druthers, we would put them in niches someplace, 
because nobody wants to study in traffic." 

Because frame construction is used throughout the cam¬ 
pus, combustible materials would have to be stored in 
a separate building, but the college cannot construct the 
additional space or even make fireproof storage rooms 
in existing buildings because it neither owns the campus 
nor has a lease on it. Until the provincial government re¬ 
solves that problem, which it has promised to do by the end 
of February, the college is unable to spend capital funds. 

The alternative, Diemer said, is to ship everything to 
the Carey Road campus for storage. That would end the 
fire hazard, but would make it impossible to function at the 
Lansdowne campus. 

A tour of the campus Friday Indicated that storage is in¬ 
deed a problem.'The halls of the Young building (now 65 
years old), while spacious, are lined with study carrels, a 
copying machine, and even two remote computer termi¬ 
nals used for language study. The foyer of the building on 
the south side is used as a student lounge. 

According to the fire chief, this will all have to be cleaned 
out, Diemer said. 

Downstairs, the art rooms have paper, paint, and other 
materials stacked along the walls and in the corridors. 
Prints dry on a line strung over a hallway, high enough to 
reach with the help of a chair, but too high for passersby to 
brush with their heads. 

The most difficult problems lie in the science buildings, 
actually some of the surplus anny huts that dot so many 
campuses, including the universities of Victoria and B.C. 
Diemer said, in the chemistry hut, faculty offices are on one 
side of two storage rooms piled high with chemicals and 
highly flammable solvents. The fire exits are on the other 
side. 

In the physics hut, a wide hallway was an open Invita¬ 
tion for storage, and access to one exit is through the narrow 
passage left after electronic and phsyics gear was stacked 
neatly to the ceiling on either side. 

In the biology hut, access between two classrooms and 
the main door Is only about two feet wide at one point — a 
large aquarium takes up the rest of the space.

Illegal dump drains 
into salmon stream

The dump, off Harbor View 
Road is just one of several in 
the area where both residents 
and a large number of non¬ 
resident^ dump household 
refuse and items too big for 
the garbage can.

The worst dump Hi 
end of a logging road 
bor View Road, and 
and car bodies and other gar¬ 
bage have been dumped into a 
stream there. 

"This stream is a branch of 
Stoney Creek, which is a salm¬ 
on stream," Perkins said. 

“It Is most urgent that It be 
cleaned up and that people 
stop dumping there." 

Earlier’this week the re¬ 
gion's public works commit¬ 
tee decided that another 
dump off Anderson Road 
should be cleaned up and tin 
area posted to prohibit fur 
ther dumping. 

“I think people know that 
these areas In the bush are _ 
not legal dumps,” Perkins 
said. “But as long as some 
dump there, they think it’s 
all right to add to the mess. 
Once the areas are clean and 
posted, all we'll have to worry 
about will be the people who’ll 
drive up at night to dump.” 

Perkins said a lot of gar¬ 
bage is dumped by non-resi¬ 
dents frbm municipal areas. 

“They have some large ob¬ 
ject that is too big for muni¬ 
cipal workers pick up so they 
drive out into the countryside 
to find a likely-looking place 
to dump their stuff.

“In addition there are peo¬ 
ple who just don’t bother to 
contact the local garbage 
pickup service to take away 
their weekly household gar¬ 
bage.” 

A good deal of the house¬ 
hold refuse has been neatly 
done up in green garbage 
bags before being dumped. 

Perkins said there is no 
need for local residents to 
resort to secret dumping, 
since a private collection ser¬ 
vice operates for 50 cents 
a week. 

"They pick up every week 
In the town area for 50 cents, 
and every second week out of 
town for $1 a time,” said Per¬ 
kins. 

“In addition they will pick 
up other stuff for a fee if 
people phone and make ar¬ 
rangements." 

But it seems some people 
simply prefer to dump in the 
country. 


UVic man on study tour

CBC Series Looks 
At Golden Days 


The Northerners, a new 12- 
part aeries of TV programs 
featuring the people of the 
north who reminisce about 
their unique experiences 
begins Thursday, February 
9th at 7:30 p.m. on CBC. 

Bob Switzer shared those 
memories during a recent 
Journey that took him from 
the old mining areas of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. Into the Yukon 
of the gold rush days, through 
the rich McKenzie Delta and 
across the Ice pack into the 
high Arctic. 


Today, Canada's north is a 
booming frontier of explora¬ 
tion and development. Its res¬ 
idents have access to most of 
the comforts of southern 
society. 

But the oldtimers remem¬ 
ber a different North — when 
the trapping was good and 
life was free and indepen¬ 
dent. It was more than just 
‘the good old days’ — it was 
another world. And now It's 
all but gone. 

Soon the old folks too will 
be gone — but they still have

their memories of those gold¬ 
en days. 

The Northerners series 
looks at some of the major 
influences for change in the 
north over the past one hun¬ 
dred years. It does so by lis¬ 
tening to people. 

This series of 12 programs 
falls Into three well-defined 
sections! Programs one 
through seven concentrate on 
the Western Arctic featuring 
people In Aklavik, Inuvlk, 
Tuktoyaktuk and Sachs Har¬ 
bour who talk about the many 
outside Influences which 
have shaped their world. Ac¬ 
companying Bob Switzer in 
these seven programs is Sven 
Johannsen, a resident of the 
north for 33 years and a 
friend to many of the oldtim¬ 
ers in the area. 

Programs eight and nine 
are centered In the Stewart 
area of B.C. and recall the 
Incredible feats of the hard- 
rock mining days. Ian 
McLeod recalls the mining 
era and Lance Potterton, a 
former Mountie, tells of his 
days as a lawman in the 
Stewart area. 

Programs ten through 
twelve are about the gold 
rush days, from Dawson and 
the Klondike south to White¬ 
horse and on down through 
the White Pass to the sea at 
Skagway, Alaska. Those ex¬ 
citing days are recalled by 
Clarry Craig who was born 
and raised In Dawson City. 

The first program of the 
series, on Thursday, Febru¬ 
ary 9th Is subtitled "The 
Whalers of the Arctic" and 
features 70-year-old Ted Pe¬ 
dersen who as a small boy 
first went to sea with his 
father, one of the great whal¬ 
ing captains of the early part 
of the century. The program 
takes Ted Pedersen to mod¬ 
ern day Herschel Islaq£ and 
Tuktoyaktuk in the Western 
Arctic where a few scattered 
relics of the whaling era still 
remain. 

The Northerners was three 
years in the planning. The 
production team consisted of 
Bob Switzer, Derek Gardner 
and Tony Gilbert. The cam¬ 
eraman was Roy Luckow. 
Sound recordist: Hans Fou- 
sek. 

. Many of the programs in 
the series use some rare old 
film depicting the eras under 
discussion. All such film was 
obtained from private collec¬ 
tions and has never before 
been seen on TV.

20. SOUR not soup. SOUR Is the more reasonable 
answer, since a nice savory soup may well be enjoyed 
even If the-child Is over-fond of sweet things. 

23. HOPELESS not homeless. The disasters would be 
understood simply to render people homeless, rather 
than to engender “homeless elrcamstaaces." In this 
respect, HOPELESS is more apt. 

20. POISONER not poisoned. The POISONER may, er 
may not, know the antidote to the poison he or she has 
used. The poisoned person may well not even know 
what poison is involved, so the question of knowing 
the antidote is hardly applicable.

“Good WORK” is understood to be 
praiseworthy, but good pork Is the very least one 
expects. 

1*. HUSTLE not bustle. To “HUSTLE," or work fast, Is 
definitely apt. “Bustle" Implies a certain fussiness or 
show of activity, which is not especially wanted.

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Timothy Findley is best known In Canada lor his 
co-authorship (with William Whitehead) of the TV serial¬ 
isation of Pierre Berton’s The National Dream. His first 
two novels, The Last of the Crazy People, and The 
Butterfly Plague, were only minor events. (I picked up a 
hardcover copy of The Butterfly Plague on a re¬ 
maindered table a few yeara ago — price, one dollar.) 
But with the publication of his third novel, titled simply 
The Wars, Timothy Findley has become A Writer to 
Watch. 

The Wars Is the story of Robert Ross, a 19 year-old 
who Joins the army In 1919. Robert Is no ordinary soldier; 
he Is athletic, Intelligent, sensitive and loving, a combina¬ 
tion of qualities hardly destined to form the basis of a 
successful military career. 

Sure enough, he Is eventually court-martlalled, a 
. war, Findley argues, Is no place for the extraordinary 
person: “Pve been through ... the whole of this extraor¬ 
dinary century — and it’s not the extraordinary people 
who've prevailed upon Its madness. Quite the opposite 
... It’s the ordinary men and women who’ve made us 
what we are. Monstrous, complacent and mad ... the 
greatest mistake we made was to Imagine something 
magical separated us from Ludendorff and Kitchener 
and Foch. Well — Churchill and Hitler, for that matter! 
Why, such men are just the butcher and grocer — selling 
us meat and potatoes across the counter. That’s what 
binds us together. They appeal to our basest Instincts. 
The lowest common denominator. And then we turn 
around and call them extraordinary! ... You have ro be 
awfully careful how you define the extraordinary. Robert 
Ross was no Hitler. That was his problem.” 

★ It 'it 

The speaker Is a nurse who meets Robert Ross 
toward the end of his life. She Is addressing the narrator 
of The Wars, a researcher seeking to piece together the 
facts and meaning of Ross' life. The assembled evidence 
is placetf before us in conventional dramatic order, 
except for a brief prologue which describes the beginning 
of the novel's climactic scene. (The prologue is repeated, 
word (or word, near the end of the novel, only this time we 
learn what happens next.) 

It Is an Intriguing method, easily comparable with a 
documentary film, and readers who grew up watching 
CBC-TV will find themselves Involuntarily supplying 
appropriate background music to match. Findley’s use of 
the documentary technique in this novel Is practical as 
well as cunning, for It enables him to convey the horrors 
of war at a distance. Robert Ross’ fate Is so dreadful that 
few readers — or writers, for that matter — would relish 
a closer view of It. The Wars Is a vividly successful, 
attempt to portray the human tragedy behind such bald 
facts as these, about the Somme offensive: 

“In the hours between 7:30 a m. and 7:30 p.m. (of 
July 1st, 1916) 21,000 British soldiers were killed — 39,000 
were wounded and 000 taken prisoner.” Here’s a passage 
dealing with Canadian troops, In February: "When they 
made their way back through the trench there was no one 
there alive. They had all been gassed or had frozen to 
death. Those who lay In water were profiled In Ice. 
Everything was green: their faces — and their fingers — 
and their buttons. And the snow.” 


Nuggets of Pure Gold 


Robert Ross’ baptism of fire occurs near Ypres, 
when the dugout In which he is unable to sleep Is blown 
up. Next he is ordered to place some guns In a crater only 
12 yards from the German trenches. He survives a gas 
attack. Around him, his fellow officers go mad, shoot 
themselves In despair, desert. Roes holds on. 

Finally, his own time comes. He Is raped In the dark 
by four men who are “maybe even his brother officers”, 
bombed in a supply convoy, and put In charge of 60 horses 
and mules which are shelled to pieces when his com¬ 
manding officer forbids him to herft them to safety. The 
animals’ agony Is too much for Robert to bear, on top of 
everything else, and he goes "mad". 

Animals, In The Wars, represent Innocence and life, 
and are the antithesis of human corruption, wars and 
death. Robert, In his “madness", comes down on the side 
of innocence and life and Is sorely punished for It. 

“The Wars" were not fought on the battlefields of 
Europe alone, Findley tells us, they are present wherever 
men like Robert Ross find it impossible to be themselves. 
His book, with Its powerful symbols of water and fire. Its 
Imaginative and disciplined narrative pattern and won¬ 
derfully clear and practised prose, Is a remarkable and 
“extraordinary” achievement. 

THE WARS, by Timothy Findley. Clarke Irwin. 19.95. 


1 have been in danger of Judging a 
book by Its cover; not condemning It 
utterly, but assuming that with a lilac, 
pink and orange cover of particularly 
fussy design It couldn’t be more than 
mediocre. In fact The Flying Horses Is 
an unusually beautiful collection of Chi¬ 
nese tales taken from translations of 
Chinese history and literature by Jo 
Manton. Arranged In chronological 
order, the tales date from the sixth 
century BC down to the present, from 
ancient popular legend through the 
building of the Great Wall down to r 
20th-century story of the Revolution. 

The stories are as varied In type as 
age, from the comic to the magical to 
the strange and wondrous. A dragon Is 
cured by a doctor and forever returns to 
him for doses of Its favorite licorice 
medicine. Fairy princesses with “faces 
round as the autumn moon, willow-leaf 
brows, delicate wrists and hands” lure 
two young men Into a secret valley 
where they Idle away the day in silk 
pyjamas until they return, to find 200 
years have passed. Fathers and broth¬ 
ers are ordered away from their griev¬ 
ing families for years to build the Great 
Wall. The Emperor and his court walk 
on stilts so that they may not lose face 
before the barbarians because of their 
lack of height. 

The special merit of the book Is that 
It gives a sense of the landscape and the 
lives of the people. Running alongside 
the magical and historical elements is a 
strong vein of reality. Even the folk tale 
characters are much less types than 
Individuals. 

The old man listens to the rain rat¬ 
tling against the paper windows and 
cuts out silhouettes for his little grand¬ 
son before telling him a story about his 
S days as a powerful minister. The aristo- 
:£ cratic lute-player meets a humble peas 
;.;J ant who appreciates his music, and they

talk, pour wine and play the lute far Into 
the night. 

The magistrate orders fresh tea to 
calm his mind: “Be sure that the leaves 
are supple as a Tartar horseman’s boot, 
unfold like mist rising from a ravine, 
gleam like a lake and are soft as 
a garden newly washed by rain,” he 
Instructs, following the classic eighth- 
century advice.

Most folk-tales embody nuggets of 
common wisdom, but these tales, no 
doubt by being Chinese but also by being 
rendered so gracefully into English, 
present them with wit and charm, espe¬ 
cially In the short poems, one of which Is 
appended to each tale. These, not the 
usual amateur stuff, are written In the 
Chinese style by Robert Gttttngs. So we 
learn how after Pan Kn, the great 
dwarf, made the world, men and women 
"loved to hear tall pine-trees riding the 
night winds, or the bamboo's whisper In 
a summer evening. They loved to feel 
the autumn rain fall In silk threads, to 
see white plum blossom in spring, or the 
first snowfall of winter.”

In A Book of Magical Birds Margaret 
Mayo has collected stories largely from 
19th-century sources. Her re-tellings 
are not always satisfactory, mingling a 
rather elevated and literary style with 
colloquialisms and Interjections that be¬ 
long to oral story-telling, but the tales 
themselves are well-chosen, unusual, 
dramatic and varied, Including a num¬ 
ber of Slavic tales and a delightful Scots 
ooe in which the stumpy black raven 
begs for a twist of tobacco from the 
hero. 

Elephants are successfully collected 
between two covers by Katie Wales In A 
Book of Elephants. Inevitably some 
come Off better than others: Richard 
Hughes’ elephant with his friend the 
kangaroo have an uproariously nonsen¬ 
sical picnic, and Kipling's Elephant's 
Child never palls. Dumbo, Babar and 
various of their kin are present in verse 
or prose, all Illustrated with something 
of de Brunhoffs style and vivacity by 
David McKee. As Is only to be expected, 
they are hugely amusing. 
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WOODCOCK ... Inner direction 


At a superficial level, 
understand why George Woodcock is an 
anarchist. The envy of scholars and 
writers on both sides of the Atlantic, his 
literary output Is a monument to self- 
discipline and inner.freedom. 

Forty books, countless articles In 
journals ranging from the Canadian 
Forum to the monthly published by the 
Automobile Association, several antho¬ 
logies and, until recently, the editorship 
of Canadian Literature, the flagship of 
literary Journals in Canada. If we all 
had half the capacity of Woodcock to 
' direct ourselves in the paths of positive 
productivity there would be no need for 
government. 

The anarchists collected by Wood¬ 
cock in this anthology present In their 
particular ways the argument for a 
society wherein the individual exists 
freed from the yoke of government. As 
Woodcock points out in his introduction: 
It is the anarchist who takes the view 
that most of our social troubles stem 
from gqvernment. Government, with a 
power structure that Is hierarchical, 
denies the development of the network 
or voluntary relationships that would 
form the fabric of anarchist society. The 
anarchist does not, in other words, as¬ 
sert a philosophy in which individualism 
is triumphant. He advances the view 
that the ideal society is one In which 
individual behavior is regulated by self- 
discipline and voluntary co-operation. 

The popular view of anarchism Is of 
a revolutionary creed that Incubates 
chaos. Editorial writers confirm this

view when they describe events sur¬ 
rounding a police strike as "anarchy in 
the streets.” Lawlessness Is not anar¬ 
chy. although some anarchists — a tiny 
majority — have advocated such beha¬ 
vior as a technique for bringing down 
the oppressive structure of state autho¬ 
rity. The popular connotation of the 
term does violence to the gentle human¬ 
ity of such leading anarchists ds Tol¬ 
stoy, Thorcau. Kropotkin, Herbert Head 
and Paul Goodman. 

Woodcock's anthology brings togeth¬ 
er passages from the writing of most of 
the anarchist thinkers from Pierre Jo¬ 
seph Proudhon, the founding father, to 
contemporaries like Goodman, Alex 
Comfort and George Woodcock — whose 
introductory essay Is the longest selec¬ 
tion In the book, and perhaps one of the 
best historical surveys of the Ideology 
presently available. 

In the current thrash to discover 
some third option for our creaking con¬ 
federation. the anarchists have some 
instructive Ideas about the advantages 
of decentralization. Colin Ward's essay, 
Topless Federations, Is a timely re¬ 
minder of the effectiveness of Interna¬ 
tional agencies that function without 
central direction, although thu present 
stale of the postal serv ice weakens one

such example a little. Woodcock's own 
essay, Reflections on Decenlrallsm, 
suggests that given the opportunity peo¬ 
ple prefer small units that give them 
some opportunity to share In the deci¬ 
sions that shape their destiny. What Is 
described as Quebec's separatism, 
Scottish nationalism, or Western aliena¬ 
tion can also be seen as an expression of 
a determination to escape the Insensi¬ 
tivity of central control. 

Of course, the anarchist would pur¬ 
sue the argument further for, ultimate¬ 
ly, all government is corrosive: “Who¬ 
ever puts his hand on me to govern me is 
an usurper and a tyrant: I declare him 
my enemy," said Proudhon. Like all 
anarchists, he had an unquenchable 
faith in the capacity of mankind to learn 
cooperation and self-discipline. And, 
from time to time, society has felt the 
Impact of Proudhon's successors when 
the ideas of men like Paul Goodman, for 
example, have had a sudden Impact on 
the education establishment. Free and 
open classrooms appeared everywhere, 
but they were followed by the stem 
advocates of “value education" and dis¬ 
cipline. Although there always remains 
some residue among the products of 
each era of reform: a mistrust of autho¬ 
rity, an awareness of the potential of 
cooperation and free association. 

It Is difficult, given popular preju¬ 
dice, to suggest that anarchism Is really 
a sort of human potential movement. 
But that Is really what It Is. After all, 
consider the output of George Wood¬ 
cock. 


Gustafson: The Quiet Poet 


In the Grand Manner 


It is generally assumed that 
it one writes poetry, one reads 
a certain amount of poetry. 
The conclusion to this piece of 
logic is that the poet should 
then enjoy reviewing poetry. 
Not so; few poets I know read 
poetry, even fewer review it. 

I won’t pretend to know the t 
whys and wherefores behind 
their reasoning. I only know 
my own; after teaching crea¬ 
tive writing for several years 
I'm sick of poetry. And there 
is an even better reason: 
There isn't that much good 
poetry around. Why read a 
bad poet, even if he is Canadi¬ 
an, when one can turn to the 
bookshelves and puli out 
Yeats or Rilke, Cavafy or St. 
John Perse? 


Against Crain 


But today all my dfsTaste 
for poetry seems negligible, 
for Ralph Gustafson's newest 
book Is on my desk. Comers 
in the Glass Is Gustafson's 
12th book of jmetry. For me 
this book confirms my opin¬ 
ion that he is one of the finest 
poets writing in Canada 
today. If he was not such a 
quiet man, personally as well 
as in his work, he would long 
ago haye become our one 
major poet. But he is quiet; 
his work is the type which one 
reads late at night, aloud to 
oneself or to close friends. 
This goes against the grain 
today. The majority of our 
poets make their reputation 
as personalities, not as writ¬ 
ers.

A blurb on the cover main 
tains that this collection is a 
"fervent affirmation of life,” 
perhaps, but It Is also an af 
firmatlon of death. Death, 
like life, Is only a stage of 
living. In one poem after an¬ 
other the author underlines 
his belief that we are all part 
of history. Nothing ever dies 
— unless the poet falls In 
his work. Gustafson believes 
that the poet is the transform 
er: History and time, life and 
death, arc his. Thanks to Gus-. 
tafson, they arc ours too. 

The majority of poems In 
this book must be called med¬ 
itations. Starting out with 
"Wednesday at North Hat¬ 
ley" (where the author has 
lived for. many years), the 
book is a travelogue, a story 
of a man’s discoveries in his 
own world. The climax Is the 
last poem, the lovely "Under 
the Drams and Tramplings": 
“Under the drums and tram¬ 
plings, quiet bones,/Femurs, 
ribs and metatarsals 
mixed,/Unreconstructable to 
what they were while Cae¬ 
sar/Wins the gambled plot 
and pot, Rome/For the tak¬ 
ing. Ironic bait. Pastures 
green/For lying In beyond' 
the pale of footprint. . ."

The book Is well orches¬ 
trated, so well In fact that it 
Is all but Impossible to pull 
examples from the pages — 
always the first sign that the 
author Is in control, not his 
audience. They must be read 
together; each is an integral 
part of a larger act. Life. A 
man’s life where all things 
are Important and necessary, 
whether It be a trip to Greece, 
listening to Chopin or Wagner i 
or cutting petunias "like 
crazy to save them from/The 
frost." It’s all “An instant of 
Grosbeaks” where Gustafson 
writes. "Summer at the edge 
of the Barbados./.. . A shad¬ 
ow at the window, the 
flight/Gono. A movement of 
the mind/S&fflcient.” 


Read Aloud 


I won't say that this book Is 
easy (o> read. It Isn't. Many of 
the poems will force you to 
turn to your dlqtionaxy or the 
closest encyclopedia. And If 
you try to read the book with¬ 
out reading the poems aloud, 
you'll miss their life. Gustaf 
son knows the sound and the 
Importance of savoring 
words. The texture of words 
creates life. This "life" gives 
our own lives a deeper inten¬ 
sity and more meaning. Af¬ 
terwards you may turn to the 
lines of Wallace Stevens 
which open the book: “It was 
pleasant to be sitting 
there./Whlle the sultriest ful- 
guratlons, flickering,/Cast 
corners in the glass.” 


Robert J. Seidman. who is 36 
years old and who seems to 
have spent much of his life in 
one college town, or another, 
U.S. and abroad, has written 
a 19th-century novel. He has 
even set it in the middle of the 
19th century. It Is part 
historical romance — we are 
Introduced to Horace Greeley 
and Stephen Douglas — and 
part Bildungs — roman, as If 
Goethe had composed one of 
his "educational novels" about 
an American Indian. It teems 
with characters, none of them 
safe from Seidman. who. in the 
grand manner, Intervenes 
whenever he chooses to set 
things straight or to supply 
some Inside information. And 
for most of the way, It is 
vety good indeed. 

One Smart Indian is the story 
of Tumbling Hawk, a young 
Cheyenne «n the verge of 
bravehood in the Great Plains 
in the decade before the Civil 
War. As Tumbling Hawk waits 
for a vision of his destiny, we 
meet almost everybody In his 
camp and are told quite a lot 
about Cheyenne puberty rites, 
horsemanship, bow-making, 
buffalo-hunting, speechifying, 
shamanism and creation 
myths. Seidman s purpose here 
Is not merely to pile on infor¬ 
mation: It is to acquaint us 
with the binoculars — the no¬ 
tions of time, space and civility 
— through which Tumbling 
Hawk will look at the white 
world. 

His vision, when it comes. Is 
schizoid: half mighty warrior 
with a rifle, half chaotic 
shadow. (One of the nice, 19th- 
century aspects of Seidman is 
that he doesn't shy away from

difficult narrative moments. 
Hie preparation for the vision 
and the experience of It are 
relentlessly, persuasively 
observed. He will be Just as 
forthright later on In dealing 
with sex and railroads.) His 
shaman advises Tumbling 
Hawk that he will be making a 
journey to the East. 

This will turn out to mean a 
New England prep school. Yale 
and the Bureau of Indian Af¬ 
fairs in Washington — because 
soon after his vision he is in¬ 
jured and captured In a raid on 
white soldiers. (Significantly, 
he betrays himself by his 
fascination with a round, 
noisy, inexplicable object 
that turns out to be a pocket 
watch. Time, shape and me¬ 
chanical repetition are sub¬ 
texts in this novel.) He Is 
nursed back to health in 
Laramie by Elzabeth Herter, 
who for some reason won't 
marry Col. Benjamin Hyde, 
who for his own reasons edu¬ 
cated Tumbling Hawk and 
gives him a new name, Tom 
Hyde. 

These pages on Tom's educa¬ 
tion are stunning. Culture 
shock Becomes art; the 
organization of knowledge is 
itself a weapon and a prison. 
We are made to feel the edges 
of language, the mystery of 
glass, the violence of music, 
the terrors of perspective. 
Print leeches, and the Idea of 
an expansive, Imperial future

is a form of greed. Benjamin 
Hyde, abolitionist, 
humanitarian, dreams of Tom 
as a leader. Tom. identifying 
with Moses in the Bible as he 
will later identify with 
Sparacus In a play in New 
York, goes along with that 
dream. It will end with his 
stealing a portion of the white 
man s power — and a lathe and 
a drill press to manufacture 
Henry repeater rifles — to hold 
the plains for his people. 
Repeater rifles, against 
numbers and waste, are un¬ 
availing. 

"When they can’t waste," 
thinks Tom turned back into 
Tumbling Hawk, 'they'll die." 
But he and his nation go first 

Only once does Seidman go 
too fast, and that Is a grievous 
error. In the process of turning 
Tom back into Tumbling Hawk, 
he ripsnorts. There isn't 
enough agonizing, sufficient 
preparation. The pacing is 
wrong. A bureaucrat doesn't 
become Spartacus immediate¬ 
ly after swallowing the pill of a 
disappointing love affair Long 
broods are obligatory. 

Otherwise. One Smart Indian 
is an astonishing act qf em¬ 
pathy imagination on a ram¬ 
page. It is enthusiastic. 
Numbers, measurements, foot¬ 
falls. particularities, gnashings 
— all have emotional weight 
and grain, a drumbeat, a 
quality of caring. Fathers and 
sons do their best. Animism, 
ritual, exercise, courtship and 
honor have their magical uses 
Rhythm, having lost to linear 
progression. Is mourned. 
Someone has taken the trouble 
to write a novel that is in¬ 
teresting without being cheap

More Virginia Woolf trivia, 

But it's still hard to put down 


Last week, I used up all my space In 
deploring the attempted deification of 
Virginia Woolf by cultlsts who by their 
Idolatry have largely succeeded In ob¬ 
scuring the novelist. Today I must deal 
with the book that re-triggered my la¬ 
ment: The Diary of Virginia Woolf — 
Volume 1, 1915-1919, edited by Anne 
Olivier Bell. 

The editor's husband. Professor 
Quentin Bell, nephew and biographer of 
Virginia Woolf who Is notorious for his 
stubborn refusal to commit himself to 
any kind of critical opinion, has shed 
every vestige of caution in his Introduc¬ 
tion. He says the diaries are a master¬ 
piece, a literary achievement equal to 
his famous aunt’s best novels. 

The professor (of fine arts, one 
should note) refuses to Justify his asser¬ 
tion, and forestalls critics by claiming, 
correctly, that no one can properly as¬ 
sess the work until all five volumes have 
been published. This, of course, places 
the reviewer of the first volume In an 
invidious position. 

Sense of Deja Vu 

The situation is further complicated 
by the fact that those who, like this 
reviewer, have read Bell’s biography, 
which was largely based on all his 
aunt's diaries, have a sense of deja vu 
as If, Merlyn-llke. one were living back¬ 
wards. It’s coofustng, maybe delibera¬ 
tely so, because confusion enhances a 
god’s stature, so let me attempt to 
simplify things by bringing the diaries 
— and Vlrgina Woolf — down to earth. 

There are three types of diarists. The 
truly great ones such as Samuel Pepys, 
John Evelyn, Saint-Simon, James Bos¬ 
well, Fanny Burney, and, in our own 
time, Harold Nlcolson, and, to a lesser 
degree. Charles Ritchie, concentrated 
on recording the events of their times. ~~ 
Their Impressions of events are regard¬ 
ed as Important because ail were unu¬ 
sually well-informed, and not exces¬ 
sively ambitious, critical or Jealous. 

At the other extreme are people who 
dramatize and fictionalize their own 
activities, obsessional diary-keepers 
who end up experiencing nothing direct¬ 
ly but only In terms of how they will 
, record It when they get home. 


The third type of diarist, one who 
cannot easily be categorized, Is the 
strong individualist who veers from one 
extreme to the other, Intelligent enough 
to comment profoundly on the times but 
too eaten up with self to be objective. 

The first volume of Virginia Woolfs 
diaries Indicates that she was this third 
type of diarist. 

Unlike her serious literary manu¬ 
scripts, which she fussed over constant¬ 
ly. Virginia Woolf dashed off her diary 
entries and never made a correction or 
an amendment. This makes for fresh¬ 
ness but, unfortunately, one never 
knows what to believe because even her 
greatest admirers, Including Quentin 
Bell, admit that not only did she allow 
her Imagination to run away with her 
but that she was malicious, a gossip, 
and a liar. (“Virginia Woolfs reputa¬ 
tion for truthfulness "was not good" Is 
how Bell puts It.) 

Mental Breakdown 

This will be cause for concern In 
later volumes but In this first volume It 
hardly matters because the diary Is so 
full of trivia that the general reader will 
be too Irritated to worry about Inexacti¬ 
tudes. Initially, one must not be too 
censorious for Virginia Woolf was not an 
ordinary woman In any sense and In 
addition madness or the threat of it was 
an ever-present reality. 

She started her diary on January 1, 
1915, but It was Interrupted only six 
weeks later by a mental breakdown 
which led to her fourth bout of tem¬ 
porary Insanity. For months she suf¬ 
fered violent and raving madness. Al¬ 
though she had returned to compara¬ 
tive normality by the end of 1915 It was W 


October, 1917, before she resumed writ¬ 
ing a diary with regularity. 

We are now at page 55 and for the 
next hundred or so pages It is mostly 
trivia — visits to the library, walks with 
the dog, and who came to tea. The fact 
that those who came to tea included 
Maynard Keynes, Lytton Strachey, 
Katharine Mansfield and others of their 
kind is not particularly Interesting be¬ 
cause the reports are domestic rather 
than cerebral. 

A War Ignored 

It Is not until the Spring of 1918, 
which Is reached halfway through the 
book, that the entries become more 
comprehensive and occasionally — but 
only occasionally — more profound. 

Maybe my disappointment with the 
work was due to unfulfilled expecta¬ 
tions, but r think that will be the general 
reaction. After all, this was the period 
that Included the First World War, but 
you’d hardly know It. She records how 
Inconvenienced she was by the servant 
shortage and the difficulty of obtaining 
chocolate and the occasional Zeppelin 
raid, but apart from these things the 
war might have been taking place on 
another planet. 

One knows that Virginia Woolf, In 
common with most mefnbers of the 
Bloomsbury group, conscientiously ob¬ 
jected to the war, but the studied avoid¬ 
ance of reference to It In one's diary 
seems Inhuman. Perhaps because of 
this I was unduly Irritated by constant 
references to servant problems, house¬ 
hunting, shopping sprees and all the 
malicious gossip about friends. 

When this portion of the diary was 
compiled Virginia Woolf was In her 
mid-thirties, was happily married, was 
reviewing books regularly for The 


Times Literary Supplement, had two 
major novels (The Voyage Out and 
Night and Day) published and generally 
acclaimed, and was acknowledged as 
a novelist of the front rank. In that envi¬ 
able position she could have afforded to 
have displayed some Interest In the 
world at large. Evidently, Judging by 
forthright diary entries, Intellectual 
snobbery, a refusal to suffer fools (l.e. 
non-intellectuals), and sheer self-cen- 
tredness precluded this. 

Again and again I was on the point of 
putting the book down for good, out of 
sheer exasperation, but I couldn’t do It. 
Something compelled me to read on 
until I had finished the whole thing, 
footnotes, reverent editorial comments 
and all. I didn't enjoy the book; the rare 
stimulating observation was not enough 
to offset the recording of ordinary facts 
about those who, despite their attain¬ 
ments, were essentially dreary people. 

I read on, as most people will, be¬ 
cause the diaries are those of Virginia 
Woolf and however much one deplores 
the deification of her there Is no doubt 
she possessed a magic which continues 
to cast its spell. I am certainly not 
panting to read the remaining volumes 
of her diaries, but I know that when the 
next one appears I will cast everything 
else aside until I have devoured It. 

Steals Their Thunder 

I cannot explain my ambivalence; 
those acquainted with iter peculiar ge 
nlus will no doubt understand. They will 
also understand how my original inten¬ 
tion to link books concerning Katharine 
Mansfield and Elisabeth Bowen with 
this one was defeated by an Inexplicable 
feeling that Virginia Woolf had the right 
to hog this space two weeks In a row. 

Next week, I promise to write about 
Mansfield and Bowen — but I can’t 
guarantee that Virginia Woolf won’t pop 
up to steal their thunder, as she did 
during her lifetime and even after her 
death by suicide In 1941.

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Communitas Revisited: Some Changes Needed 


Back In 1947, the late Paul 
Goodman and his architect 
brother Percival published 
Communitas, one of the most 
fascinating exercises In uto¬ 
pian sociology I have ever 
encountered. When I dis¬ 
covered their book (in its re¬ 
vised second edition, pub¬ 
lished In 1900), I was utterly 
entranced. It fired both my 
imagination and my youthful 
Idealism — for here was a 
stimulating new way of ap¬ 
proaching the future and the 
Infinite promise It held out 
for us all.

Communitas was built 
around the appealing thesis 
that we were almost unquali¬ 
fiedly free to choose the kind 
of society our children and 
grand-children would grow 
up In. Collectively, Western 
man was at last In the posi¬ 
tion to specify the worldly 
goals of his choice and then — 
to all Intents and purposes 
starting anew from scratch 
— to construct an Ideal so¬ 
ciety which perfectly embo¬ 
died them. 

To demonstrate their point,

the Goodmans offered three 
vividly Imagined alternative 
"paradigms" for the brave 
new world of tomorrow. The 
first (with broad elements of 
tongue-ln-ehcek satire) pre¬ 
sented the future dream- 
metropolis as a kind of out- 
sized department-store 
where every day was Christ¬ 
mas — and every Inhabitant 
whole-heartedly devoted to 
the Joys of conspicuous con¬ 
sumption. 

The second, somewhat less 
cynical, envisioned a very 
different community, one Ide¬ 
alistically aiming at "the 
elimination of the difference 
between production and con¬ 
sumption." And finally there 
was a blueprint for a rather 
paranoid right-wing utopia, 
meticulously designed to rcc- 
onclle the demand for 
"planned security" with an 
absolute minimum of formal 
government regulation.

Viewed today in retrospect, 
Communitas appears very 
dated Indeed. As the surviv¬ 
ing Goodman brother, Per- 
clal, points out in his sequel- 
of-sorts, The Double E, all 


three of its paradigms were 
based on the tacit assumption 
that modern technology 
made feasible a future of 
limitless economic growth. In 
which it would always be pos¬ 
sible for all and sundry both 
to waste and to want not to 
their hearts' content. 

"F’or the first time In his¬ 
tory,” the Goodmans pro¬ 
claimed In the characteristic 
accents of naive technocratic 
optimism, we are privileged 
to possess “a surplus technol¬ 
ogy, a technology of free 
choice that allows for the 
most widely various commu¬ 
nity arrangements and ways 
of life." ’

"The presumption was cor¬ 
rect,” Percival now com¬ 
ments, "but who could have 
guessed how quickly our ap¬ 
petites would grow, how 
quickly our surplus would di¬ 


minish, and how badly we 
would choose? Only thirty- 
five years later what had 
seemed an ever-brimming 
cornucopia threatens to run 
dry. Limits, of free choice, 
scarcity, not surplus, are now 
the facts that will condition 
our future.”

And so he presents a new 
fourth paradigm to supple¬ 
ment its ttyre now-less-than- 
vlablc predecessors — a com¬ 
munity devoted to the "Dou¬ 
ble E" of his book's title, 
wedding Ecology and Eco¬ 
nomics in an unassuming 
utopia dedicated to the maxi¬ 
mal realization of human po¬ 
tential with a minimal expen¬ 
diture of Irreplaceable re¬ 
sources. His central point Is 
that we can Indeed create a 
better and more humane 
world for all while living 
tlrlclly within our collective 
means — but only if we are

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willing to make the necessary 
changes in our outdatedly ex¬ 
pansive attitudes, and In our 
guiding visions of the world 
as we would like it to be.

Sensible and generally 
practicable as most The Dou¬ 
ble E’s proposals are, they 
somehow lack the Imagina¬ 
tive flair of Communitas — 
presumably those remark¬ 
able flashes of offbeat vision¬ 
ary realism that enlivened 
the earlier book were the 
contributions of Paul, not 
Percival. Still, the guiding 
spirit remains unchanged, 
and the new suggestions are 
none the less worthy of consi¬ 
deration for the relative flat¬ 
ness of their presentation. 

In any case, the real sub¬ 
stance of Percival Good¬ 
man’s book — accounting for 
a good three-quarters of Its 
total length — Is not the spe¬ 
cific paradigm around which 
It Is centred, but the system¬ 
atic approach by which the 
Interlocking elements of that 
paradigm are evolved and 
Justified. Essentially, The 
Double E Is less an exercise 
in free-soaring utopian specu¬ 


lation than a sane and emin¬ 
ently sensible essay on the 
vital factors we must take 
Into account If we are to build 
for ourselves a viable "pos¬ 
t-industrial society.” 

Most of what Goodman has 
to say In this connection Is 
not new — which Is Itself 
reassuring, for It Indicates 
how far we have already pro¬ 
gressed towards the still-uto¬ 
pian goal of transmuting the 
uncommon sense of yester 
Dear into the conventional 
wisdom of tomorrow. In any 
case, what really matters Is 
that he says it clearly and 
well, setting it Into a refresh¬ 
ingly practical context'

Slipped unpretentiously 
Into the bookstores as an An¬ 
chor Books paperback origi¬ 
nal, The Double E may not 
draw the attention it de¬ 
serves. If so, it will be a pity. 
For like the unassuming fu¬ 
ture it advocates, Percival 
Goodman's modest little book 
Is an admirable exemplifica¬ 
tion of Its own guiding princi¬ 
ple — that a little, properly 
handled, can turn out to be 
tremendously more reward¬ 
ing than a lot.
